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GOULD WORKING IN VAIN 


STEUBEN REPUBLICANS RIPE FOR 
A REVOLT. 

wv RESPECT FOR GOULD OR CONELING— 

A TALK OF BOLTING ANY CANDIDATE 

EXCEPT CORNELL—HIS RENOMINATION 
CONSIDERED NECESSARY. 

Cornina, Sept. 10.—The further west- 
ward that one travels through the counties of 
the Southern Tier the stronger must become 
his conviction that Republicans are ripe for a 
revolt against the national Administration. 
Steuben County entertains this hostile feeling 
toa marked degree. A characteristic of Steu- 
ben was its strong friendship for Gen. Gar- 
field. The respect for his memory is remark- 
able for its sincerity and for the touching 
forms given to its expression. ‘*We Mourn 
Our Loss” appesrs over the portrait of the mar- 
tyred President in many a household in this 
county. Gen. Garfield’s Administration was 
here hailed as the beginning of a new era in 
the Republicanism of the State and Nation. 
The warfare opened upon it by Mr. Conkling 
Was condemned in the severest language in 
Corning, in Bath, in Hornellsville, and wher- 
ever in the small country villages the farmers 
met and discussed business and politics. From 
that period dates the decline of Conklingism in 
Steuben. The resignation of the Senator, the 
shooting of the President, and his lingering 
death, all contributed to deaden the sentiment 
of the community toward Mr, Conkling. The 
course of the Legislature in obstructing his 
efforts to secure a re-election and of Gov. 
Cornell in declining to unite with him in in- 
sulting the Garfield Administration was warm- 
ly commended in Steuben, and there was no 
little public rejoicing when the lordly Roscoe 
and the Me Too of modern politics were laid 
away onan upper shelf. The sudden reappear- 
ance of Mr. Conkling in politics as an em- 
ploye of Jay Gould, who is known here, 
as he is everywhere else, as a tricky stock 
jobber and a colossal gambler, has created dis- 
trust and a wide-spread feeling of dread for 
the future of the Republican Party in this 
State. The attack which this pair, backed by 
the Administration, is making upon Gov. 
Cornell gives the Republicans of Steuben a 
direct issue in this campaign, which they are 
not slow to avail themselves of. The attempt 
of the Administration to force a candidate of 
its own for Governor upon the people of this 
State is gradually reviving all the old animos- 
ities of Half-breedism and Stalwartism. Gov. 
Cornell’s administration has given satisfaction 
in Steuben County. Its financial exhibits are 
especially gratifying to a county in 
which almost every resident is a tax-payer. 
A heavy reduction in State appropriations, 
a policy which has compelled corporations to 
bear their just proportion of the tax burden, 
a sparing use of the pardoning power, and a 
liberal exercise of the right of veto have given 
Gov. Cornell strength in Steuben, and there is 
an almost unanimous desire to see him renom- 
inated and re-elected. Ithas all along been 
taken for granted that this would be the case. 
The sudden attacks which have been made 
upon his character by the handful of Republi- 
cansin the county who are recognized as 
friends of Mr. Conkling and supporters of the 
Administration have brought out Gov. Cor- 
nell’s claims to a renomination in a stronger 
light than any other course that could have 
been adopted by his enemies. They have been 
canvassed thoroughly for the past month, and 
public opinion has reached the conclusion that 
the renomination of the Governor is absolute- 
ly necessary in order to check the despotism 
of the Administration and to prevent the en- 
try into Republican politics of amy such farce 
as Gouldism. The cause of Mr. Cornell is 
now regarded as representing a frinciple, a 
disregard of which is likely to bring disaster 
upon the party in this county. Men talk 
boldly about bolting any other candidate, 
while others less pronounced declare that they 
will remain away trom the polls altogether on 
slection day if the Republicanism of Mr. Cor- 
nell is not recognized by giving him the re- 
nomination which he has earned. The con- 
vention which assembled in the Second Dis- 
trict of Steuben was controlled by this aggres- 
sive spirit when, a fortnight ago, it picked tive 
pronounced Cornell delegates to go to Sarato- 
ga and represent the sentiment of the district. 
‘That sentiment had already been given ex- 
pression to in the convention by the adoption 
with a rousing aye of resolutions indorsing his 
administration trom beginning to end. 

The same sentiment prevails in the First Dis- 
trict, in which the convention has been calied 
tor the 16th inst., at Bath. Fifteen towns will 
then be represented by 67 delegates. The 
three issues—Gouidism, Conklingism, and Ad- 
ministrationism—are represented in that dis- 
trict by what is known in ,the county as the 
Sheriff's ring. The leaders are Sheriff Hig- 
gins and ex-Sheriff Sherwood. They have re- 
tainers bere and therein the country towns 
whom they have instructed to work against 
the selection of Corneil delegates. The steu- 
ben Courier, however, bas sounded the alarm, 
and Republicans are on their guard. In order 
to satisiy himself as to what the real senti- 
ments of the people were, the editor of the 
Courier, Mr. HK. S. Hall, madeatrip through 
the district. The further away that he got 
from Bath and the atmosphere breathed by 
the Sheriff’s ring the more convinced he be- 
came of the great strength of Gov. Cornell. 
The result of his journey was seen in a forcible 
leader in the Courier last week, in which the 
issue, as outlined above, was placed before its 
readers. ‘There is no doubt that the 67 dele- 
gates to the coming convention will follow the 
example of the Second District convention, se- 
lecting four delegates who, with the five al- 
ready named, will give a solid Cornell delega- 
tion of nine from Steuben. 

** We will give Gov. Cornell a clean major- 
ity of 1,000 in Steuben if he is renominated,” 
said a business man of Corning. ** We may,” 
he added, ‘‘do even better than that. No 
otaer Republican candidate who has been men- 
tioned or who is likely to be can receive any 
such majority. If Gov. Corneil is not renom- 
inated you will see some strange developments 
in the Republican Party of Steuben this 
Fall.” Gov. Cornell’s majority in 1879 was 
1,792. This is an extraordinary figure 
to be credited to a Republican candidate, 
for the natural Republican majority of the 
county ranges from 1,000 to 1,200. John Kelly, 
however, drew off 836 votes from the Demo- 
cratic candidate, while 909 others, contributed 
by Democrats and Republicaas in about equal 
numbers, were taken over to tie Greenback 
candidate. But Kellyism and Greenbackism 
will make no such inroads on the regular Dem- 
ocratic vote this year, and only the normal 
Republican majority can be expected. Even 
that cannot be secured for Mr. Folger, for it is 
remembered against him, particularly in Hor- 
neilsville, which is a great railroad centre, that 
he was instrumentalin securing the passage of 
a riot law which railroad | employes be- 
lieve was imtended as a direct insult to 
them, if not in fact an abridgement 
ot their privileges as citizens. This law was 
passed in the Winter succeeding the riots in 
this portion of the State. There will be a deal 
of enthusiasm manifested in Steuben in a cam- 
paign in which Mr. Cornell is a candidate. A 
fecling of resentment will be aroused by the 
selection of any other name for Governor, and 
a very light vote might be the result, if indeed 
a Democratic candidate does not derive in- 

creased strength from actual Kepublican votes. 
The name of Mr. Wadsworth is seldom heard 
in Steuben in connection with the Gubernato- 
rial question. 

A very vigorous struggle over the Congres- 
sional nomination has resulted in securing it 
in advance of the holding of the convention 
for Col. Archibald E. Baxter, of Elmira. The 
Twenty-niuth Congressional District includes 
Chemung, Steuben, and Allegany. The pres- 
ent member, David P. Richardson, is not a 
candidate. Col. Baxter's rival was Mr, Ste- 
phen ‘I’. Hayt, ex-State Senator and ex-Canal 
Commissioner. Col. Baxter made a strong 
personal canvass through Steuben after hav- 
ing secured the six delegates of his own coun- 
ty. With the seven Steuben delegates ho has 
now 13 of the 19 delegates to the Congressional 
Convention. The six Allegany delegates will 
uudoubtedly indorse him. for that countv has 
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no candidate of itsown. Col. Baxter is popu- 
lar with the soldiers, and is considered one of 
the best Republican speakers in this part of 
the State, His majority in the district ought 
to be about 3,500. 

The renoniination of Assemblyman Allen 
A. Van Orsdale in the Second District of Steu- 
ben practically settles the question as to who 
the next member shall be from this district. Mr. 
Van Orsdale’s majority last Fall was 454, and 
the Democrats know of no member of their 
party who can convert the Republican ma- 
jority of the district into a minority. In the 
First District the Republicans have not yet 
made anominatlon. The district was carried 
last year by Orange S. Searl, a Democrat, by 
a majority of 186. Mr. Searl was a member 
of the Assembly Judiciary Committee which 
whitewashed Judge Westbrook. He is re- 
corded, not only against all the motions which 
were made to impeach the corrupt Judge, but 
also in favor of the passage of the Elevated 
Railroad bill which the udge’s friend, Jay 
Gould, succeeded in getting through the Legis- 
lature after many votes were secured by heavy 
bribes.

ALLEGANY STRONG FOR CORNELL. 
EX-ATTORNEY-GENERAL WARD’S RENEWED 
ZEAI, FOR HIS OLD FRIEND GOULD. 

Betmont, Sept. 10.—A carriage with a 
single occupant has been winding over the 
hills of Allegany almost daily for the past 
fortnight. Whenever a field is reached in 
which a farmer is harvesting his crops the 
horse is stopped and the driver, dismounting, 
makes his way across the stubble and engages 
the yeoman in a political discussion. At the 
village Post Office this secret agent of some- 
body displays an envelope with the words 
‘“*Executive Mansion” printed in the upper 
left hand corner. If the Postmaster, on be- 
holding these words, drops down in a dead 
faint, his visitor is prepared to revive him 
either with the contents of a pocket-flask or 
by some other agency equally potent, then 
stand him on his feet, whisper a few words in 
his ear, and leave him to his reflections. The 
movements of this curious individual are 
meant to be impressive, as they certainly are 
mysterious. To those Alleganians who have 
**caught on,” however, they are intensely 
ludicrous. Upon closer’ inspection this 
mysterious rider turns out to be an 
old servant of the public, and one 
whose zeal and faithfulness are still 
questioned, Mr. Hamilton Ward is somewhat 
changed in general appearance since he aban- 
doned the cares and responsibilities of the At- 
torney-General’s office, which at best never sat 
heavily upon him. Heis grave, even sober 


nowadays. His mission, 
calculated to make him thoughtful. Mr. Ward 
is engaged in ‘‘working up” an anti-Cornell 
sentiment in a strong Cornell community. He 
finds it up-hill work. He has learned that bis 
own position in the community is an anoma- 
lous one. Some men who were his old friends

they do not 
forget it. Mr. Ward was not mnach 
interested in the politics of his county 
during the three years that he held office. 
These two facts have lost him strength in 
Allegany County, and he learns to-day that 
he has little or no political influence west of 
Belmont, the town in which he resides and has 
a law office. Heisan ardent Conkling man, 
and he looks around him in the community in 
vain to find another. Allegany, it will be re- 
membered, was one of the first to administer 
punishment to its Legislative representative 
for misrepresenting its sentiment on _ the 
Conkling-Platt question. Assemblyman Mor- 
gan clung to the pair to the last in spite 
of the protests from Allegany. He was 
given quite plainly to understand the 
tollowing Fall that he need not 
expect to represent his county in the Assembly 
for some time to come. He was shelved solely 
because of his course in this matter. A county 
which so summarily dealt with its representa- 
tive is not likely to warm toward Mr. Ward 
in his efforts to secure Conkling delegates at 
the convention whichis held on Wednesday 
next to select representatives to the Saratoga 
convention. 

Mr. Ward differs from the makers of Guber- 
natorial booms in one respect. He believes in 
variety. It is not remembered what boom he 
began to manufacture first. He has, how- 
ever, talked up Wood, Starin, Wadsworth, 
and Folger. The very latest report is that he 
has abandoned all these, and has even begun 
to whittle out a Ward boom, one of the three- 
for-a-cent kind. It makes no difference for 
whom he is trying to secure delegates. If he 
should be so astonishingly lucky as to secure 
any delegates he would hand them over to Mr. 
Conkling to do Jay Gould’s work when he got 
them to Saratoga. The envelope with ‘* kx- 
ecutive Mansion’”’ in the corner is addressed to 
the Hon. Hamilton Ward, Belmont, Allegany 
County, N. Y. Nobody has ever yet seen its 
contents. The impression which Mr, Ward 
seeks to convey is that he is assisting 
the Administration in its efforts to 
bull-doze the country Postmasters into 
opposing Gov. Cornell’s renomination. 
He has not been at all successful with the Al- 
leguny Postmesters, Some of them, after ob- 
serving Mr. Ward’s course, invited him to 
take the Post Office right along with him and 
get out of their sight, There wasn’t enough 
money in the position, they said, to pay them 
for their trouble in attending to its duties. Mr. 
Ward’s friends regret that he should have 
descended from the office of Attorney-Gen- 
eral to fill that of a persecutor of petty Post- 
masters, and thus place himself on a level 
with the Secret Service sneak. So far as can 
be ascertained the ex-Attorney-General has 
few confederates. He is single-handed 
against a county whose residents are 
well-nigh unanimous in their desire 
to see Gov. Cornell renominated. He 
has contrived to lug into the canvass the 
‘‘half-shire issues.” There has long been a 
dispute between Belmont and Angelica as to 
which was entitled to have the Court-house and 
jail within its borders. Belmont has one 
and Angelica the other, and neither will be 
content so long as both are not situated in one 
town. Having stirred up this old strife, Mr. 
Ward has secured the sympathies of Belmont 
and will take her delegates to the Assembly 
Convention this week. He may have those of 
some other towns. He will find himself out- 
numbered by Cornell delegates when he gets 
to the convention by two toone. It is doubt- 
ful whether he will have any such strength as 
this proportion would give him. Mr. H. J. 
Swift, a lawyer, of Cuba, and a pronounced 
Cornell man, declares that Allegany will pick 
six out-and-out Cornell delegates to send to 
Saratcga. There are rumors that money is 
being used in Allegany County to secure anti- 
Cornell delegates. It is reported that those 
townships of Steuben bordering upon Allegany 
are also being subjected to the same influence. 
The Gould-Conkling interest would be greatly 
advanced if anti-Corneli delegates could be ov- 
tained in the upper district of Steuben and in 
Allegany County. eg . 

Allegany, of all other counties in this sec- 
tion, has the least cause for liking the class 
which plumes itself upon its Stalwartism. It 
remembers how, two years ago, it had an en- 
thusiastic Blaine convention and selected dele- 
gates to the State Convention who were sup- 
posed to partake of the Blaine sentiment of 
the community. The treachery of these dele- 
gates practically robbed Allegany of all voice 
in the convention. Last yeara direct issue 
was made of Stalwartism, and at the State 
Convention Allegany, which is second on the 
roll-call of counties, stepped boldly out in op- 
position to every candidate who was 
supposed to have the most remote 
affiliation with the elements of Conk- 
lingism. To-day there are nine half-breeds 
to one Stalwart in the entire county. Here 
as in Steuben the oo realize that Conk- 
lingism has arrayed itself against a popular 
candidate and that the added force of Gould- 
ism is being employed to break that candidate 
down. The name of Gov. Cornell is first in 
Allegany on the list of Gubernatorial can di- 
dates. In Belmont, Wellsville, Angelica, 
Friendship, and Cuba, the principal towns, 
your correspondent has heard repeated many 
times the statement that many Republicans 
who were opposed to Gov. Cornell three years 
ago, honest! doubting his ability and firm- 
ness, have changed thoir minds completely, 
and would not only vote for him this year, 
but would also do hard work in his behalf. It 
is estimated by shrewd political observers that 
six out of every t Republicans favor

his renomination. It is felt by the com- 
munity at large that the Administra- 
tion overstepping the bounds of pru- 
dence in putting forward a Gubernatorial 
candidate, and there isa generally expressed 
desire to administer a rebuke to it that will not 
be forgotten. ‘* Allegany will roll up no old- 
time majority if the Administration prevents 
Gov. Cornell 
was the remark of a substantial business 
man in the village of Friendship. The 
village of Cuba has already sounded the 
key-note of the campaign. At its caucus to 
select representatives to the coming Assembly 
Convention there were upward of 200 Repub- 
licans present. It was an unusually large 
gathering, and one which represented the sen- 
timent of the community to its fullest. It gave 
iron-clad instructions to its representatives to 
vote for Cornell delegates to Saratoga, Little 
orno mention is made of Mr. Wadsworth’s 
candidacy. The pride which under other cir- 
cumstances would lead Allegany to favor a 
distinctively half-breed candidate is lost in the 
all-absorbing desire to stamp out Administra- 
tion interference with the candidacy of Gov. 
Cornell. Allegany 1s not a bit behind Steuben 
in its eagerness upon that point. Gov. Cornell 
can obtain the full Republican strength of Al- 
legany. The Repunlican majority of the 
county ranges between 2,500 and 3,000, 

There is a very sharp contest in progress 
over the nomination for Assembly between 
the present Assemblyman, Washington Moses, 
and ex-Assemblyman Hiram H. Wakeley. Mr. 
Wakeley represented the county satisfactoril 
in the Assembly in 1878-9. His friends 
claim that Mr. Moses did nothing in Albany 
last Winter to entitle him to any further Le- 
gislative distinction. Theone county office 
which is attracting a great deal of attention 
because of the struggle that is being made for 
its possession is that of Sheriff. Half a dozen 
candidates are in the field, with Capt. Theron 
Cross, of Friendship, at their head, The 
Democrats have begun to evince a sudden in- 
terest in the matter, hoping to secure the office 
as they did some years ago when there were 
similar rival influences at work to injure the 
Republican candidates. er Cross has an 
excellent war record, and will receive the vote 
of the surviving members of the half-dozen 
regiments which Allegany recruited and 
sent into the field. As has already been inti- 
mated, the voice of Allegany’s Congressional 
delegates will doubtless be lifted up for Col. 
Baxter, of Chemung. 

HERKIMER FRIENDLY TO CORNELL. 
CHOOSING A DELEGATION WHICH WILL OP- 
POSE ANY ADMINISTRATION CANDIDATE. 

HERKIMER, Sept. 12.—Herkimer County 
this afternoon chose five delegates to the State 
Convention, who, under the lead of Senator 
Warner Miller, will go to Saratoga unitedly 
opposed to any Administration candidate 
whatever and friendly to the renomination of 
Gov. Cornell. The convention was held in the 
Court-house, and was similar to other conven- 
tions which have been held in the place, it 


being a perfectly free and untrammeled ex- 
pression of the people through their chosen 
represensatives. As Chairman of the County 
Committee, Senator Miller called the conven- 
tion to order. Ina brief speech he announced 
that it would probably be the last con- 
vention he sbould call to order in 
the county, not because he was about 
to leave the party, but because, having 
served as a member of it for 14 years and 
been Chairman for 12 years, he now thought 
it wouid be proper for him to yield to some 
one else. With great earnestness he acknowl- 
edged his obligations to the Republicans of 
Herkimer, who had led him into public life, 
for their repeated manifestations of confidence, 
and who had seen fit to raise him from one 
position of trust toanother. He referred to 
the victory of the Republicans in Maine as a 
happy omen and an indication that the people 
still regard it best to trust the government of 
this country in the hands of the Republican 
Party. OnMr. Miller’s motion Mr. Clinton 
A. Moon, of Newport, was made temporary 
Chairman. Albert Story and Eli Smith were 
chosen Secretaries, and the credentials of the 
57 delegates composing the convention, and 
representing the 19 towns, were presented, 
With promptness ex-Senator A. M. Mills 
moved that the convention proceed to name 
five delegates to the State Convention. Having 
made the temporary officers the permanent 
ofticers of the convention this course was ap- 
proved. Mr. W. P. Bonney submitted 
the names of Senator Miller, Assembly- 
man A. M. Ross, W. A. Stafford, Milton 
Ford, and John M. Budlong. The Rev. James 
Edmonson, for the town of German Flats, 
made some objection to this list, and Mr, 
toot, of the same town, moved to substitute 
the name of Floyd C. Shepard for that of Mr. 
A. M. Ross, and the motion was carried by a 
vote of 24 to 31. 

The delegation, therefore, consists of War- 
ner Milier, of Herkimer; Kloyd C. Shepard, of 
German Flats; John M. Budlong, of Schuyler; 
W. A. Stafford, of Little Falis, the recently 
turned-out Postmaster, and Milton Ford, of 
Fairtield. Nine Congressional delegates, friend- 
ly to the nomination of the Hon. Charles R. 
Skinner, were then chosen. Mr. Edmonson, 
anxious to ascertain whether there were to be 
any instructions to the delegates, moved that 
all resolutions of that character be then of- 
fered. In place of that a committee, consisting 
of Mr. Edmonson, Mr. Mills, and Mr. Bur- 
lingame, was appointed, withdrew, and re- 
ported verbally that the convention had such 
full faith in the delegates appointed to ex- 
press the sentiments of the county that they 
would need no instructions. <A resolution fa- 
voring the submission to the people of a con- 
stitutional amendment prohibiting the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors was 
adopted by a vote of 50 to6. Assemblyman A, 
M. Ross was renominated. W. W. Moon was 
nominated for Sheriff. District Attorney A. 
B. Steele was renominated. C. P. Miller was 
nominated for Justice of the Sessions, and 8. 
A. Ingham for Coroner. P. M. Wood, of Her- 
kimer, who was named as one of the new 
county committee, will succeed Senator Miller 
as Chairman. The delegates to the State Con- 
vention will be for Cornell. The representa- 
tives for German Flats comes from a place in 
which Mr. Wadsworth has some frlends, but 
is likely to vote with his associates, and will 
under no circumstances vote for an Adminis- 
tration candidate.

W. Dustin; Superintendent of the Poor—Alber 
C. Hadley; Sessions—George T. Scovel and 
John Hughes; Coroner—Dr. G. H. Uliver.

NEW-HAMPSHIRE REPUBLICANS. 
SAMUEL W. ITALE NOMINATED FOR G@V- 
ERNOR—POINTS OF THE PLATFORM. 

Concorp, N. H., Sept. 12.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention was called to order to- 
day in White’s Opera-house soon after 11 
o’clock by the Hon. Henry H. Huse, Chairman 
of the Republican State Committee, The Hon. 
Chester B. Jordan, of Lancaster, was selected 
as President, and made an address. The first 
ballot for a candidate for Governor resulted 
as follows: Whole number cast, 6384; neces- 
sary for a choice, 318; Moody Currier, 291;

Hale was declared nominated, and the nomi- 
nation was made unanimous. 

The platform adopted reaffirms the faith of 
the New-Hampsbire Republicans in those

principles which have given liberty, peace, 
and prosperity to the whole country, laments 
the death of President Garfield, and expresses 
confidence in his successor. The resolutions 
continue: 

We reaffirm and inderse the principles of a pro- 
tective tariff as the safeguard of American indus- 
tries, by which our great manufacturing interests 
have been fostered and maintained and American 
labor has been protected against the ruinous com- 
petition of the scantily paid labor of foreign na- 
tions. We believe in the re-establishment of 
American commerce by the encouragement of our 
shipping and ship-building, ana by the enactment 
of laws discriminating in favor of those interests. 
We believe also in the re-establishment of the 
American Navy. We heartily approve and indorse 
the President’s veto of the River and Harbor bill, 
and the unanimous action of our delegation in 
Congress in sustaining that veto. We maintain the 
principles of prohibition and we demand that 
all laws for the prohibition of the liquor 
traffic shall be fearlessly tand impartially enforced. 
We recognize the great importance of common 
schools as essential to our national security and 
prosperity, and we favor national assistance to- 
ward a complete establishment of such a system 
throughout the whole count The public reve- 
nues have been and are collected economically 
and faithfully, but we believe that tenure of office 
should be for a fixed number of years, and that 
legislation should be adopted to make appoint- 
ments conditioned solely upon fitness. The his- 
tory of this State for more than a quarter of a 
century is evidence that the Republican Party will 
in the future administer public affairs economical- 
ly, honestly, and faithfully, and we pledge our- 
selves to an earnest and cordial support of the 
candidates this day put in nomination by the Re- 
publican Party ot New-Hampshire.

DEMOCRATS DODGE PROHIBITION, 
THE OHIO DEMOCRACY DECLINE TO DISCUSS 
THE TEMPERANCE QUESTION—SPICY IN- 
TERVIEW WITH GOV. FOSTER. 

CoLtumsus, Sept. 12—The Democracy 
are afraid as death of the temperance issue in 
the present campaign in this State, and will 
not be driven into a discussion of the question 
in any shape if itcan possibly be helped. A 
few days ago, Chairman Nash, of the Repub- 
lican State Executive Committee, sent a chal- 
lenge to Chairman Thompson, of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, for a joint discussion 
of the issues of the campaign between Major 
Townsend, Republican candidate for Secretary 
of State, and James W. Newman, Democratic 
candidate for the same position. This letter 
was sent to Mr. Newman yesterday. He sent 
a letter to his committee in which he asserted 
that he was in the hands of his friends. The 
Democratic State Committee met last night 
and considered until after midnight the situ- 
ation and the challenge to a joint discussion. 
To-day the Democratic committee published a 
declination, with a stump speech attached. 
The reason assigned for declining the challenge 
is that Mr. Newman’s time from this time until 
the election is filled by appointments for meet- 
ings which he is to address, and that it would 


not be policy for them to change their course at 
this late day, and further that they do not pro- 
pose to be driven into a discussion of the liquor 
question. The committee hold that there is no 
temperance issue before the people: that 
neither platform contains such a resolution, 
and they do pot propose to go behind those 
documents, At the same time, however, the 
committee labor at great length, and illustrate 
the fact that there is a temperance issue in the 
campaign which they do not desire to 
tackle. The fact is the Democrats do not 
relish the idea of a discussion of the 
temperance question, and this action of 
the Republicans has driven them into a public 
declaration to that effect. The Democrats say 
that the Republicans have a little war of their 
own on hand on the temperance question, and 
they beg leave to be excused from participat- 
ingin it. If anybody gets hurt they think it 
would be better for a Republican to be placed 
in the hospital while in tbe enemy’s country 
than for themselves to’ be, incumbered in that 
way. 

It is claimed that the Democrats are short 
financially, and are plotting diverse and sun- 
dry ways in which to raise the wind. Then it 
is claimed that there are divisions in the ranks 
of the committee, that certain members as- 
sume too much while others are crowded to 
the wall. These jealousies and bickerings 
have on_ several occasions come near 
resulting in an open rupture, but some- 
how they have been smoothed over for 
the time being. To-night Chairman Nash 
addressed another letter to Chairman Thomp- 
son in reply to the letter of the latter declining 
the former’s challenge, and so the matter has 
assumed the shape of a joint discussion be- 
tween the Chairmen of the two committees. 
The letter is long, and makes the point that in 
endeavoring to ignore the temperance ques- 
tion the admission is made that such an issue 
does exist. The campaign will now drop 
back into its old channel, the Democracy mak- 
ing their main effort in their close Congres- 
sional districts. 

The State Journal will to-morrow contain 
an interview with Gov. Foster on the political 
situation in Ohio, from which the following 
extracts are taken. The first question put to 
him was as to the truth of the charge which 
has been repeatedly made in the Cincinnati 
Volksblatt and other German papers that he 
did not care for the German vote, that they 
(the Germans) might go over to the Demo- 
crats, as the Republicans can get along with- 
out them. Said the Governor,' ‘‘ Are such 
statements attributed to me?’ And having 
been assured that they had been in the Demo- 
cratic press and German circles in Cincinnati 
and elsewhere, he said with much emphasis: 

‘*There is not a word of truthin them. No 
honest man will dare to say, of his own knowl- 
edge or responsibility, that I ever made such a 
statement, or anything resembling it. It is on 
a par with the statement in a former campaign 
that I said certain people must be snubbed, 
which statement is still reiterated, though it is 
one as absolutely false asever was uttered. I do 
not understand that the Republican Germans, 
as a body, intend to desert the Republican 
Party. Ido understand that those engaged in 
this beer and liquor traffic have, asa rule, gone 
over to the Democracy, and this is true of all 
persons engaged in this traffic, irrespective of 
nationality.” 

The Governor was then asked if he had not 
noticed the open letter to him from the 
Ohio Brewers and Maltsters’ Association. He 
replied that he had and read it with consid- 
erable care. 

**It is,” he saia, ‘fan artfully drawn docu- 
ment, and its main purpose is to prejudice the 
Germans against the Republican Party. It is 
one of many evidences that the Germans have 
not deserted the party. This is why the sub- 
ject of Know-nothingism is introduced in this 
open letter. The idea of a Know-nothing 
crusade is absurd. In fact, the only thing in 
this canvass that can be so construed is the 
attempt of the brewers to compel the Germans 
to act as a unit for the Democratic Party, thus 
introducing what may be fairly called German 
Know-nothingism.”’ 

‘“*How about your charge, Governor, that 
the liquor-dealers are furnishing money to aid 
the Democratic Party, which charge they 
deny in the open letter ?” 

‘* That they are furnishing aid to the Demo- 
cratic Party either by direct contribution to 
the Democratic Campaign Committee or pay- 
ing out their own money where directed b 
the committee is as certain as that the sun is 
shining to-day. The Hon. Alexander Long, 
in an interview in the Lnquirer, which ap- 
pears upon the same page with the open letter 
to me, says they have already contributed to 
the Democratic campaign fund and have 

iven the Democrats substantial aid. Mr. 
ong ought to be a good authority. That 
their organization is complete and amply sup- 


pee with funds, and all to aid the Democratic

_REPUBLICAN GAINS EVEN LARGER THAN AT 


FIRST REPORTED. 

Baneor, Sept. 12.—Returns from towns 
casting about three-fourths of the vote of the 
State do not materially change the estimate 
of the result on the State ticket sent last night. 
The latest returns from the remote places are 
usually adverse to the Republicans, but the plu- 
rality will probably be fully 6,000. The vote for 
Governor and Congressmen run very evenly, 
Robie leading slightly. The Republican Legis- 
lative gains are more than at first reported. 
Lincoln County is gained, probably giving 
them 28 Senators to 3 Fusionists. This leaves 
only Waldo and Knox Counties Fusionist.

-ennsylvania, met to-day at Pottsville and re- 
nominated for Congress the present incum- 
bent, Charles N. Brumm, who was elect- 
ed as a Greenbacker for his _pres- 
ent term. It also nominated one 
or two Greenbackers for county offices, but in 
its platform indorsed the Republican National 
and State tickets, the Administration of Presi- 
dent Arthur, and, the candidacy of Gen. 
Beaver. Both wings of the party were repre- 
sented, and the Independents nominated J.

The bank Officers state that the cauce of the sus- 
pension is due to large depositors recently with- 
drawing their funds, which action so materialiy 
contracted and embarrassed their business that 
they were forced to the step taken. The intimate 
relations between this bank and the Planters’ Na- 
tional Bank, Mr. Davis being President of both, bas 
created an uneasy feeling among the depositors in 
the latter, causing the depositors to withdraw 
their funds. Business men having large deposits 
are rallying to its aid. The Directors of the Plant: 
ers’ National Bank were in session all last night 
examining its condition, and at 5 o'clock this morn- 
Ing Charles E. Whitlock and James B, Pace, two of 
the wealthiest men in the city, were elected Direc- 
tors. t John B. Davis then resigned the Presidency, 

nd Charles E. Whitlock was elected President. 

No statement of the condition of affairs of the 
failed bank could be obtained to-day. The amount 
of deposits are stated at about $600,000, which in- 
cludes $360,000 belonging to the State of Virginia, 
the bank being the State depository. The latter 
amount is secured by bond with good sureties. 
The actual liabilities are put down at $607,000. 
Charles E. Whitlock has been appointed Trustee 
for the Banking and Insurance Company, and it is 
probable that in a day or two a definite statement 
will be made. Mr. Whitlock believes that the de- 
positors will not lose anything except from delay. 
John B. Davis, late President of the suspended 
bank and of the :Planters’ National Ban ,isa 
brother of Senator Henry G. Davis, of West Vir- 
cinia. He has displayed a great amount of public 
Spirit since the war, and much sympathy is ex- 
pressed for him. The slight run on the Planters’ 
National Bank, which began immediately upon the 
fact of the suspension being made public, con- 
tinued until about 1 o'clock, when everything 
quieted down under the assurance that there was 
plenty of money to pay all depositors, and that 
there was not the slightest cause for alarm.

BALTIMORE'S ORIOLE FESTIVAL. 

ANNIVERSARY OF THE BATTLE OF NORTH 
POINT—UNVEILING OF A MONUMENT TO 
COL. ARMISTEAD. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 12.—The sixty-eighth an- 
Miversary of the battle of North Point, which 
begins the annual Oriole festival, was celebrated 
to-day with more than usual ceremony and display. 
The weather was clear, with a fine breeze from the 


west, and the city has been washed clean by the 
Severe raiu-storm of yesterday, which continued 
late into the night. Many buildings on the prin- 
Cipal streets were beautifully decorated, ana, al- 
though business was not entirely suspended, there 
was a general holiday. All municipal offices were 
closed, and some of the Government offices were 
shut also. The events of the day were the dedica- 
tion of a monument in Eutaw-place to Col. George 
Armistead, who commanded at Fort McHenry 
during the bombardment by the British fleet; and a 
military parade of visiting and citizen soldiers, 
Union veterans, fire companies, and other organi- 
vations. 

_The route of march was from Broadway to Bal- 
timore-street, thence to Calvyert-street, with a 
countermarch by the military around the battle 
monument, to Baltimore, Hanover, and other 
streets, to Eutaw-place to the Armistead monu- 
ment, where the dedication ceremonies were in 
progress, at the conclusion of which the military 

ortion of the procession marched to Druid Hiil 
ark, and were dismissed preparatory to the com- 
petition prize drill. 

The dedicatory exercises and unveiling of the 
monument to Col. Armistead on Eutaw-place com- 
muenced shortly after noon, William Pinkney 
Whyte, Mayor of the city, presided. All the city 
authorities were present besides a vast concourse 
of peopie. Mayor Whyte called the assemblage to 
order. The band played “Hail Columbia,” fol- 
lowed by a prayer by the Rev. Dr. Grammer, at the 
eonclusion of which the monument was unveiled. 
R. Stockett Mathews was introduced and delivered 
pn eloquent and appropriate address, after which 
the ‘‘Star Spangled Banner’ was sung by achoir 
of 200 voices, followed by an ode composed by 
Prof. J. H. Hewitt, and read by William W. Carter. 
Other brief addresses were made, the intervals 
being filled up by thechoir. The monument isa 
square shaft of white marble, 14 feet 6 inches high, 
appropriately inscribed, and surmounted by a 
giobe crowned with flames of glory. On the four 
corners of the pedestal are marble cannons. 

The competition drill took place at Druid Hill 
Park. The judges were Col. William A. Bancroft, 
Fifth Massachusetts Regiment, and Capts. F. B. 
Hamilton and J. Gales Ramsey, Second United 
States Artilley. The contesting companies were:

NEWPORT’S CHOLERA: SCARE. 

Newport, Sept. 12.—Dr. Cabell, of Virginia, 
President of the National Board of Health, held an 
official inquest here yesterday upon the recent 
cholera case. Ina letter to the Sanitary Protec- 
tion Association, to be published to-day, he states 
that he is deterred from pronouncing the case 
epidemic, or what is technically called Asiatio 
tholera, inasmuch as there has not yet been time 
for that disease to reach our shore from Tangier b 
the usual! method of transit, although he freely ad- 
mits that the symptoms and post-mortem appear- 
ances were entirely consistent with such a view, 
Dr. Cabell urges the expediency of transferring 
the duties of the Health Boara toa body of medi- 
cal gentlemen conversant with sanitary questions. 
At a regular meeting of the Newport Sanitary Pro- 
tection Association this afternoon, the report of 
the case by Dr. Cabell was read. Tne society voted

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JRON AND STHEL INTERESTS. 
CONVENTION OF MANUFACTURERS—DISPUTE 
REGARDING THE TARIFF. 

Cresson SprinGs, Penn., Sept. 12.—The 
National Convention of Iron and Steel Manu- 
facturers and Iron Ore Producers, called for the 
purpose of eonsidering the whole question of 
duties on iron ore, iron, and steel in their 
various forms, and tin plate, and to adopt a 
schedule of duties thereon, to be snbmitted 
to the Tariff Commission for its consideration, met 
here at 12:30 o’clock this afternoon. The conven- 
tion is the largest representation of iron and steel 
interests that has ever assembled in this country, 
and promises to be very harmonious, The meet- 
ing was called to order by D. J. Morrell, of Johns- 
town, Penn., and Mr. James M. Swanke, of Phila- 


delphia, Secretary of the American Iron and Steel 
Association, read the call for the convention. The 
election of permanent officers resulted as follows: 
President--James Park, Jr.. of Pittsburg; Vice- 
Presidents—Messrs. A. F. Keating, of Pittsburg; 
Oliver Williams, of Catasauqua, Penn.; C. D. Hub- 
bard, of Wheeling, West Va.; A. L. Crawford, 
of Terre Haute, Ind.; John Stambough, of Younes- 
town, Ohio; E. A. Hitchcock, of St. Louis, Mo.; 
Samuel L. Mather, of Cleveland, Ohio; James 
McCutcheon, of Pittsburg, Penn.; Fayette Brown, 
of Cleveland, Ohio; W. E. Coxe, of Reading, Penn. ; 
Andrew C. Carnegie, of New-York; W. D. Wood, of 
McKeesport, Penn.; David Reeves.of Philadelphia; 
Rk. E. Blankenship, of Richmond. Va.; W. P. Wal- 
lace, of Steubenville, Ohio; O. W. Potter, of Chi- 
cago; Phillip S. Mocu, of Worcester, Mass.; F. N. 
Comly, of Philadelphia, and the Hon. Archibald 
McCallister, of Blair County, Penn. Secretaries— 
Messrs. James M. Swanke, of Philadelphia; Joseph 
D. Weeks, of Pittsburg, Penn.: George W. Cope, of 
Philadelphia, Penn., and Henry Whitely, of North 
East, Md. 

A permanent organization having been effected, 
the roll was called, and showed that there was a 
full representation of iron ore, steel, plate and 
sheet, bar iron, nail, and bloomer and hoop iron 
interests. Mr. Morrell, in calling the convention to 
order, asserted that there was no intention in 
creating the Tariff Commission to weaken the 
barriers which had _ shielded and developed 
industries, and thus made the Nation 
great. ‘“‘Our Government,” ho said, ‘‘ is ‘ pro- 
tectionist.’ the country is ‘ protectionist,’ and 
through the wise action of the President the Gov- 
ernment and the people are rightly represented in 
this respect by the Tariff Commission.”’ After com- 
menting upon the futile efforts of English free 
traders and eulogizing the results of the protective 
policy, he declared that this policy would be con- 
tinued so long as the working man of this country 
insisted upon a higher scale of living for himself 
and his family than his European brother 
had ever dreamea of. He regarded the 
work of the Tariff Commission as one of 
great difficulty but of supreme importance in 


“remedying erroneous interpretations of the tariff 


laws, by which the iron and steel trade had been 
seriously injured. The manufacturers, as business 
men, bad been obliged to accommodate themselves 
to the situation while protesting against it; but 
they believed protection to be alike beneficial to 
them as producers and consumers. They now 
sought to improve the present opportunity to 
so amend the tariff laws as to secure unl- 
formity ‘and fairness in the duties. In his 
opinion, the only way to obtain at a 
cheap and stable price an adeqnate supply of iron 
ore, pig-iron, cotton ties, steel blooms, or any other 
articles of steel or iron, was by the maintenance 
of a fair protective duty upon the competing prod- 
ucts of foreign manufacture. [Applause.| After 
organization the convention divided into sections, 
each representing a distinct branch of iron and 
steel manufacture production, appointed to con- 
sider and report what duties should be imposed 
upon that branch 

The proposed duties as reported are to consti- 
tute a uniform schedule, and, when amended and 
approved by the convention, are to be transmitted 
to the Tariff Commission. Mr. Bust, of Milwau- 
kee, offered a resolution to a'low the report from 
any section which does not meet with the approval 
of theconvention to be referred back to the sec- 
tion without amendment and again to be reported. 
This resolution gave rise to much discussion and 
was warmly supported by the representatives of 
fron ore products, who insist upon the exclusive 
right of that particular branch of industry affected 
by the duty to fix the rateof that duty. They in- 
timated that if this was not conceded they would 
ignore the action of the convention and ap- 
year before the Tariff Commissiun independent- 
y of other interests. Several delegates dep- 
recated anything looking to separate or 
individual action by any interest as impairing the 
force of any recommendation made by the conven- 
tion. Mr. Morrell, in urging unity and harmony 
of action, expressed the opinion that a sehedule of 
duties unanimously recommended by the body 
would be adopted by the Tariff Commission, 
and ultimately by Congress. Theresolution finally 
prevailed, and a recess was taken to enable the 
different sections to agree upon the rates of duty 
to be proposed. Late arrivals have increased the 
number of delegates in attendance to about 170, 
representing the States of Obio, Pennsylvania, 
New-Jersey, Connecticut, Missouri. New-York, 
Massachusetts, Virginia, Illinois, West Virginia, 
and Wisconsin. 

At the evening session the proposed rates of duty 
recommended by the various interests were sub- 
mitted and discussed under a five-minute rule 
tor debate, The iron ore manufacturers recom- 
mended by an almost unanimous yote a spe- 
cific duty of not less than $1 per gross 
ton of 2.240 pounds on al! foreign iron ores. 
Numerous paragraphs explanatory of existing 
duties were reported for insertion in the tariff 
laws by way of correcting the ambiguity which 
it was complained had given rise to adverse 
Treasury decisions. The recommendation in re- 
gard to iron ore after discussion was adopted by 
a vote of to 86. Suudry recommenda- 
tions by the pig-iron interest were vext con- 
sidered separately. The first was an _  in- 
crease from $7 to $9 per ton of 2,240 pounds 
on iron in pigs. Mr. Williams, at Catasauqua, 
Penn., deprecated an increase of the duty. A dele- 
gate replied that the additional $2 was demanded 
to make the rate correspond with the average of 
duties on bar iron and all the various grades 
of iron and steel. Mr. Ely, of Cleveland, elab- 
orated the point made by the last speaker, and fa- 
vored the increase by way of equalizing the tariff. 
Mr. Worrell favored the retention of the present 
duties. He regarded the public temper as ad- 
verse to any increase, and thought that 
a moyement with that end in view would affect 
injuriously the whole iron interest, Mr. Sterling, 
of Chicago, a steel manufacturer, said that if the 
inerease would tend to limit the importation 
of pure English pig-iron he was opposed 
to it, as he desired to purchase that article 
to mix with the American product. Noaction 
was taken on this subject. The only material 
change on the duties reported to-day was that of 
increasing the duty on iron ore from 
20 per cent. ad valorem to a_ specific 
duty of St per ton. The recom- 
mendation concerning steel rails leaves the 
duty unchanged, and there is a generdl con- 
currence of sentiment that in the main the 
present rates of duty should be retained. An 
increase is contemplated only in the case 
° a few duties, as to which the de- 
cisions of the Treasury Department are said 
to have been injurious to branches of the 
trade, namely, with reference to cotton-ties, tin- 
plate and wire rods for use in being drawn into 
wire, the object being to encourage the manu- 
facture of these articles in this country. RKeduc- 
tions ure suggested on several forms of iron and 
steel manufacture. The convention adjourned un- 
til 10 o’clock to-morrow.

GOVERNMENT CROP REPORTS. 
FLATTERING CONDITION OF WHEAT—GOOD 
PROMISE OF POTATOES. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12,—The wheat crop re- 
port of the Department of Agriculture for this 
month says» “ The result of the Spring wheat har- 
vest is in close accordance with the indications of 
the August report. The quality is good, and the 
yield above an average, The general condition of 
Winter and Spring wheat when harvested is rep- 
resented by 100. In parts of the Winter wheat 
region, especially in Michigan and Indiana, some 
millions of bushels have been lost by sprouting in 
the stack. There has also been some loss of Spring 
wheat from the same cause in Wisconsin and other 
States. The Obio Valley has nearly as large a 
product as in 1879. Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois have 
apparently secured about 140,000,000 bushels. The 
South has increased both her acreage and yield 
per acre. The aggregate of Winter wheat, as indl- 
cated by the September returns, is about 880,000,000 
bushels; Spring wheat, about 140.000,000 or 520,- 
000,000. The thrashing test may slightly modify 
these figures. The first thrashing generally ex- 
ceeded expectations; the latter thrashing has in 
many sections been disappointing. It is quite cer- 
tain that the per capita supply of wheat will not 
be quite as large as in 1879 or 1880. The cable mes- 
sage from our statistical agent in London, dated 
Sept. 11, is as follows: ‘Reported improvement in 
European crops is confirmed. The wheat crop of 
Germany is better than was expected; of France a 
full average. The price of wheat is constantly 
falling everywhere. The Vienna congress claims 
the world’s wheat supply above average.’ 

“The average condition of potatoes in August was 
101; it has fallen in September to 93. Last year the 
decline during August was from 92 to 70, and con- 
tinued ina greater ratio until harvest. The prospect 
is now favorable for a crop ot not less than 150,000,- 
000 bushels, from the present outlook. The decline 
has been heaviest in New-England and New-York. 
The prospect has improved in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, has been well maintained in the Ohio Valley 
and lake region, and has not materially changed 
west of the Mississippi. Only Wisconsin and Kan- 
sas of the Western States fail to show averages of 
100 or higher. Maine stands lowest, at 65,”’ 
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RAILWAY ROBBERS THWARTED. 

PLOT TO ROB A MISSOURI TRAIN DISCOVERED 
—ONE THIEF KILLED AND ANOTHER 
CAPTURED. 

St. Louis, Sept. 12.—A dispatch from 
Vinita, Indian Territory, gives some particulars of 
an attempt last night to rob a Missouri Pacific 
train. It appears that the Adams Express agent 
was informed yesterday that an attempt would be 
made to rob the express train due at Vinita at 
10:30 last night. The plan was fortwo of the rob- 
bers to board the train at Vinita quietly, to cap- 
ture the conductor, and to ‘‘side track” the train 
four miles north of Yinita, where others of the 
gang would meet them, and to rob the express, the 
mail, and the passengers, and then ride away on 
horses provided forthe purpose. The express agent 
telegraphed to J. B. Barrett, the route agent. The 
latter, accompanied by Detective Irskine, of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad, and others, 
went south on a freight train, met and boarded the 
passenger train at Chateau, with a view to thwart- 
ng the robbers. When the train left Vinita two 
of the robbers met Conductor Warner on the 
front platform of the smoking car. They ordered 
him to throw up his hands, and shot him in the 
face. Warren fell off the train, and the detectives 
then opened fire killing one of the robbers and 
capturing the other. The train was then backed 
to Vinita, andthe wounded conductor was taken 
on board, The train then started north again, but 
was not molested at the place agreed upon, the 
other members of the gang evidently thinking that 
something had gone wrong.

Trains this afternoon and evening brought ad- 
ditional delegates to attend the Anti-Monopoly 
Convention to-morrow. These, added to those who 
had previously arrived, swell the number on the 
ground to-night to about 75. None ofthe delegates 
have expressed an opinion favoring the nomination 
of aseparate State ticket, but awalt the result of 
the Republican and Democratic State Conven- 
tions. Consequently the bustle and confusion 
prior to the meeting of a nominating con- 
vention is not prevalent here this even- 
ing. The only ripple of excitement was 
created by asharp contest atthe meeting of the 
State Committee, whieh met to-night to make ar- 
rangements for the organization of the convention 
to-morrow. The occasion was the selection of a 
temporary chairman.

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MILWAUKEE FINANCES MUDDLED. 

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 12.—The City Controller 
discovered to-day that the funds for 5of the 13 
wards are completely exhausted, so that the most 
necessary public work, such as repairs and ctreet- 
cleaning, in these wards, must be suspended until 
next year. By the mistake of the former Con- 
troller no money {fs appropriated in this year's 
budget for interest on the public debt payable in 
July and December 1883, as provided by law, and 
the interest for July of the present year has not 
yet been paid. These financial difficulties are the 
result of the insufficient rate of taxation ana the 
mismanagement of the former Controller in al- 
lowing the funds to be overdrawn. The city 
officials are making strenuous efforts to withhold 
the facts from the public. No remedy can be had 
until the next Legislature convenes, when an ap- 
plication can be-made for the authorization of the 
Council to levy a tax of $700,000 additional, besides 
the regular budget already passed upon.

WASHINGTON, Sept. i2.—A United States 
registered bond of the denomination of $5,000 was 
stolen from the office of the Register of the United 
States Treasury morethan 10 daysago. Since then 
the Secret Service force of the Treasury has been 
active in an endeavor to recover the bond and dis- 
cover the thief. As yet neither object has been ac- 
complished, The robbery has been kept quiet in 
the hope that a clue to the thief would be dis- 


covered. The bond was one which was exchanged 
froma of, to a 3 percent., and is complete in all its 
details.

NEW PHASE OF THE LITIGATION—A ‘‘ 8SLEEP- 
ER’’ IN THE COURT—A COUNTER-MOVE. 

PROVIDENCE, Sept. 12.—The litigation con- 
nected with the Sprague trust estate seems 
to accumulate with mushroom-like rapidity. 
Another form of litigation sprang up to- 
day. It is one which may cause 
a great deal of annoyance. When the Trustee filed 
his bill in equity against the Quidnick Company 
he sought to have the heirs of the late Edwin 
Hoyt, of New-York City, made co-defendants to 
the bill, but, as his case fell through, he failed to 
bring them to the mark.

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LABOR QUESTIONS DISCUSSED. 
THE STATE CONVENTION AT BUFFALO—DEC- 
LARATION OF PRINCIPLES. 

BuFFALO, Sept. 12.—The State Labor Con- 
vention was called to order by I. C. Berry, the tem- 
porary Chairman, at 2:30 P. M. to-day. Joseph 
Delehanty, of Cohoes, was appointed permanent 
Chairman, and on taking the chair he strongly 
urged the nomination of members of Assembly 
in the various districts. 

George Blair, from the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, reported the following declaration of princl- 
ples, which was unanimously adopted: 

First, The abolition of convict contracts in the pris- 
ons and reformatory institutions; second, the 
abolition of tenement cigar factories by Legis- 
lative enactments; third, factory § inspectors: 
no child under 14 years of age to be employed, and 
the enforcement of the Compulsory Educational 
act, and the reduction of the hours of labor 
to 10 a day tn all the factories of the State; 
fourth, the establishment of a bureau of labor 
statistics, the same to be managed by competent 
officers appointed upon the recommendation of the 
State labor organization; fifth, the Penal Code 
to be examined and the repeal of ail sections 
that aim to prevent the iawful assembling of 
working menand women in the State for the protec- 
tion of thelr industrial Interests. Sixth—The estab- 
lishment of a printing office for the State docu- 
ments Instead of letting the same out by contract. 
seventh, the enactment of an employers’ Mabilities’ 
act, making the same responsible for ac- 
cidents occasioned through the carelessness 
of employes; eighth, mechanics and _ labor- 
ers to have first Men for labor performed; 
ninth, all employers of labor to pay cash weekly, in 
lawful money, for labor performed; tenth, the ju- 
dictary to be elevated to a higher pans. no 
Judge to be supported for office who is not 
above reproach and whose character through life is 
not such a; to warrant the beilef that he is not the 
tool of corporations; eleventh, in favor of the pas- 
sage of the free canal amendment. 

The committee were further instructed to add 
a freetrade plank as well as ai plank 
denouncing the further grant of public lands 
to the railroad corporations of the United 
States. A resolution was adopted calling 
upon the working men of the State and Nation to 
boycott the prints of the Harmony Mills of Cohoes. 
Mr. Delehanty moved that it be the sense of the 
convention that it be not expedient to nominate a 
State ticket. 

This resolution drew out considerable discussion, 
but no definite action was taken and the conven- 
tion adjourned until 9 A. M. to-morrow. The con- 
vention is pretty equally divided on this question, 
aslight majority favoring the placing of a State 
ticket in the field.

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EVENTSIN THE METROPOLIS 
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BOSS RAYMOND’S DISTRICT. 
RRAZEN, SHAMELESS CONDUCT AT A PRI- 
MARY IN HARLEM. 

The Republican primary in the. Twenty- 
third Assembly District last evening was character- 
ized by the most brazen misconduct upon the part 
of Frank Raymond, a burly clerk of the Board of 
Aldermen and would-be Republican boss of the 
district, and a gang of heelers whose countenances 
savored of Blackwell’s Island and the State prisons, 
There was no fighting, no war of words. A quiet 
and systematic and thoroughly dishonest plan 
of electing delegates to the. Saratoga Conven- 
tion was successfully carried out, and the 
respectable members of the association were 
forced to calmly witness the most transparent ras- 
cality. The opponents of Boss Raymond had, in 
the interest of law and order, invoked the aid of 
the Police authorities, and by the presence of 50 
Police officers, gathered from the down-town pre- 
cincts, and unknown to the plug-uglies of 
Harlem, peace was maintained. Certain re- 
spectable members of the association, head- 


ed by W. R Spooner and Assemblyman 
Leroy 3B. Crane, secured Monteflore Hall, 
in One Hundred and Thirtieth-street. near Third- 
avenue, from D. N. Carvalho, of the Young Men’s 
Hebrew Association, for yesterday up to 7 o’clock 
in the evening in order to prevent Boss Raymond 
from packing the hall with his ruffians before the 
hour for opening the polls. When the Police officers 
reached the hall at 6:30 o’clock in the evening they 
saw Boss Raymond smillingly surveving a long line 
of his choice sapporters awaiting the opening of the 
doors, When the men in line saw the Police offi- 
cers they began to tremble, and at least 70 desert- 
ed the ranks and disappeared from the neighbor- 
hood. The officers of the association, the inspec- 
tors of election, the candidates for delegates to 
the State Convention, and 10 men on each side 
were admitted to the hall before 7 o’clock. 
The Inspectors were Hiram J. Becannan, a 
policy-dealer, Chairman, and John J. Brady 
and . Power Cahill W. H. Becannan, 
the Secretary of the association, a young man who 
was once convicted of perpetrating election frauds, 
and who was pardoned, sat on the small stage with 
the Inspectors. The Boss Raymond ticket was 
headed by Alderman Donald McLean, and bore 
upon its back the nameof Secretary Folger as a 
canditate for Governor. 

The opposition ticket was:headed by W. R. 
Spooner, and was supported by the better element 
of the association. The fact that the Inspectors 
were in the interest of Boss Raymond was a sufii- 
cient assurance that his ticket would be elected, 
and the friends of Assemblyman Crane were not 
surprised when they saw Democrats, young men 
not of lawful age, non-residents of the 
district, men with assumed names, men who 
claimed the names of dead persons, and re- 
peaters hand their ballots to Policy-dealer 
Becannan, and observed that distinguished 
person smile as he dropped the ballots in 
the box. It was evident to Mr. Spooner, 
who pluckily stood against therailingin front of 
the platform and who heldaroll of members be- 
fore him, that the Inspectors were using a very 
different roll. He vigorously protested at times 
against the reception of ballots from men who had 
no legal right to vote at the primary, and was 
laughed at for his pains. In the first part 
of the evening many of the opponents of the Boss 
Raymond ticket handed in their ballots, and as fast 
as they voted went to another room in the same 
halt and made affidavits that they had voted for the 
ticket headed by Mr. Spooner. After these gentle- 
men had voted, one of the worst gangs of ruffians 
in the City, headed by David MacMahon,of Ninety- 
third-street and Second-avenue, marched into the 
hall. Some of them smoked clay pipes, nearly all 
of them were under the influence of liquor, and 
fully one-half of the number were not of law- 
ful age. They voted on the names of persons 
who are dead, the names of persons who did not 
attend the primary, and in two instances the men 
forgot the names given to them and under which 
they were to vote. In these two cases the Inspec- 
tors were forced to order the rascals to “* move on.” 
James MacClymont, of No. 206 East One Hundred 
and Thirteenth-street, and Henry Stansbury Norse, 
of No. 2,238 Third-avenue, both members of the as- 
sociation, were denied the right to vote, and Chair- 
man Becannan unblushingly declared that their 
names were not ontheroll. They were known to 
him as opponents of the Boss Raymond régime. 

Assembiyman Crane demanded in several cases 
that the voters should be sworn under 
the law passed June 29 of this year, and 
Chairman Becannan absolutely refused to 
obey the law. It was discovered 
during the evening that the names of members 
proposed at the previous meeting of the associa- 
tion and known to ve friendly to Boss Raymond 
were on the roll, and the ballots of such persons 
were gleefully accepted by the Inspectors. One 
of the ruffians who came with Daniel 
MacMahon had the name under. which 
he was to vote written on a mag of 
paper. In his haste todo his dirty work he forgot 
to secure a ballot, and handed the slip of paper 
with the name to Chairman Becannan. The policy- 
dealer glanced at the slip and returned it. Mr. 
Spooner at once exposed the attempted 
fraud. At 9 o'clock repeaters. were plenti- 
ful. and four men voted under the name 
ofone man. One man admittedthat he nad been 
sent to represent another. He lived in Manhattan- 
ville. Two boys, neither of whom were over 16 
years of age, said that they were “going on 
22." They voted on the names of men, and 
chuckled as they passed out of the hall. 
When a man who said his name was 
Michael Walsh attempted to vote Mr. Spooner 
said: “I challenge that man’s yote. His name is 
not Michael Walsh.’’ The would-be voter sneaked 
out of the hall, nowithstanding the encourag- 
ing smiles of the Inspectors. At 9:45 tne last 
vote was cast by Chairman Becannan. It 
was apparent to everybody that, owing tothe 
large number of fraudulent votes cast, 
that Boss Raymond’s ticket had been 
elected by a large majority. Boss Ray- 
mond’s bold and shameless conduct was discussed 
with much warmth by the unquestionably respect- 
able members of the association, and Assembly- 
man Crane assured them that the delegation 
headed by Mr. Spooner would take proper steps at 
Saratoga to secure seats in theconvention. He be- 
lieved that when the facts concerning the primary 
were presented to the Committee on Contested 
Seats that Boss Raymond’s delegation would be 
ruled out. 


One of the voters at the primary was William 
Rooney. who was a Democratic Inspector of Elec- 
tion in the Twenty-second Election District of the 
Twenty-third Assembly District last Fall. He 
voted the Koss Raymond ticket. When the polls 
were closed Mr. Spooner demanded that the 
candidates on his ticket should have a 
watcher to witness the counting of the 
vote, Chairman Becannan declined to accede to 
any such lawful proposition. The tickets were 
emptied from the box on the table on the stage, 
and the box was placed in front of the pile of 
tickets sothat the voters could not see them. 
Mr. Spooner demanded that the box should be re- 
moved. Policy-dealer Becannan paid no attention 
to the demand. At 10:20 o0’clock the vote was an- 
nounced by Chairman Becannan. He said that 
the whole number of votes cast was 890. For the 
McLean (Boss Raymond) ticket, 286; for the 
Spooner ticket, 104. Then Boss Raymond’s gang 
of heelers rejoiced. 
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CONFIDENCE OPERATORS AT WORK. 
A BUNGLING ATTEMPT TO SWINDLE THE 


BRAZILIAN MINISTER. 


Some very singular transactions occurred 
yesterday at the Hotel Brunswick, the Hotel Vic- 
toria, and No. 309 Fifth-avenue, and they appear to 
indicate that ** banco”’ or ‘*‘confidence’’ men had 


plotted to swindle the Brazilian Minister, Signor 
F. Lopez Netto, who is at the Hotel Brunswick, 
and another gentleman at the Hotel Victoria. Mrs. 
Julia A. Beach, a well-known and highly re- 
spectable lady, keeps a select boarding- 
house at Nos. 307 and 309 Fifth-avenue. 
Shortly after 8 o'clock yesterday morning 
a well-dressed, plausible man, about 40 years old, 
who had light curly hair, and a short, fair beard, and 
who was about 5 feet 10 inches in height, called 
at No. 3809 and asked for her. He said that he was 
seeking permanent quarters for himself and his 
mother, who was at Newport. Mrs. Beach talked 
to him about Newport and Europe, and was sur- 
prised to learn nothing from him of persons that he 
should have met had he been at Newport. Break- 
fast was being served in the house and she politely 
asked him to sit down ata table when she Jearned 
that he had not breakfasted. Meanwhile Signor 
Netto was much puzzled about a message left by a 
District messenger boy at the Hotel Brunswick, 
and whieh was sent to his room. It ran: ** Come 
at once to No. 309 Fifth-avenue. Important busi- 
. When his Excellency had dressed he went 
the office of the hotel, and, showing 
dispatch, asked what it meant. The 
hotel clerk said bluntly that it looked 
odd, and that he would. not surprised 
if there was a scheme to swindle Signor Netto. As 
he does not speak English fluently a boy was sent 
with him to No. 309 Pifth-avenue, and they reached 
there while Mrs. Beach’s plausible visitor was 
breakfasting. Mrs. Beach was amazed when the 
boy showed the message received by Signor 
Netto, who waited in the street. She and her 
servants went through the breakfast-room, and 
to the rooms of persons who had breakfasted 
or who had not come down stairs, but no one ac- 
knowledged the authorship of the message. The 
inquiry was made distinctly in the room in which 
the stranger, who wanted quarters for himself and 
mother, was enjoying his meal, but he paid not the 
slightest attention. The boy reported to Signor 
Netto that the message was either a joke or 
that there was a mistake in the address, as no 
one had sent it from either No. 307 or No. 
309 Fifth-avenue. Signor Netto was vexed when 
he returned tothe Hotel Brunswick, and refused to 
talk any more about the matter when, through an 
interpreter, he learned what “confidence” and 
* banco” men are. Mrs. Beach's visitor finished his 
breakfast, and then resumed negotiations for 
quarters witu the lady. He did not appear to have 
any fixed idea as to the’nature and location of the 
rooms he wanted, but was not alarmed when Mrs, 
Beuch told him the prices she charged tor suites 
for two persons. Then he asked if she took table 
boarders. She said that she gave table board to 
persons with unexceptionable references, and he, 
taxing the hint, apologized for not having a visiting 
eard, and drawing from his pocket a dirty envelope 
stamped, ‘*School of electrical engineering.” wrote 
on the back of it in ascrawling hand, F. Henry 
Green. Then he offered to pay Mrs. Beach the sum 
she named for a week’stable board: in advance 
from a large roll of bills. Mrs. Beach told him she 
could not take his money. as she never was paid in 
advance. her patrons being either well known to 


her wauaty vouched for by persons of character 
-and ion. He made an awk exit, 

g to again about the rooms, 
and to furnish references. It was not until he had 
left that Mrs. Beach became convinced that he had 
an improper motive in visiting her house, and won- 
dered if he had sent the message to the Hotel 
Brunswick, and, if so, what object he had in doing 
so. After he left she learned that a message simi- 
lar to that sentto Signor Netto had been sent to a 
gentleman at the Hotel Victoria, who had sent 
a boy to Mrs. Beach’s to ask who sent the 
message. Acting Capt. Westervelt, of the Twenty- 
ninth Precinct, and several Central Office detec 
tives investigated the matter and were of the 
opinion that the man who visited Mrs. Beach was & 
swindler who laid his plans badly. He evidently 
anticipated that Mrs. Beach would be very glad te 
accommodate him, and that br taking a 
room at her house, or by engaging table 
board, he would be able to carry 
out swindling schemes under a cover of 
respectability. Thisis often done by the “confi- 
dence” operators. Had he made an arrangement 
with Mrs. Beach he would in all probability have 
met Signor Netto in her parlor and there paved the 
way to some transaction in which his Exceliency 
would have been cheated. At the Hotel Bruns- 
wick last night the office clerk said that ‘*confi- 
dence”’ operators fairly swarmed about Mad- 
ison-square, and that attempts to fleece 
the guests of the Hotel Brunswick were 
of almost daily occurrence. Mr. Francis Kinzler, 
the proprietor, and his clerks were constantly on 
the watch to thwart such schemes, and they never 
knowingly allowed a guest to be'called from the 
hotel by a message from a stranger without cau. 
tioning him, When Signor Netto showed the mes- 
sage he had received the usual precautions were 
taken. The man who called on Mrs, Beach was 
not identitied by the description given of him by 
her and her servants. The clerk at the Hotel Vic- 
toria said he was not able to give the name of the 
gentleman who was called to No. 309 Fifth-avenue,

AN INEFFECTUAL EFFORT TO PROHIBIt 


THE USE OF THE STEAM CABLE. 


CuicaGco, Sept. 12.—Judge Gardner ren- 
dered a decision to-day in the case of the use of 
the streets by the South Side Horse Railway Com- 
pany by cars propelled by cable, \which in turn is 
moved by steam. The application was for an in- 
junction to prohibit the company from the use of 
the cable’ under its charter as a “horse rail 
way” company. The court practically decided the 
whole case by holding that the proper designation 
of the road was a “street railway.” The power 
and jurisdiction of the City Council over the 
streets, and over their use and occupancy, and 
over the question as to how vehieles mar be pro- 
pelled upon them, whether by steam or other- 
wise, was held to be unquestionable. The 
City Council having’ granted the right to use 
the cable which ‘was moved by _ steam, 
the authority of the street railway company 
could not be restrained in the manner sought. The 
injunction was therefore refused. Practically,

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A NEW MODEL FUR STEAM-SHIPS. 

The model of a steam-ship novel in man} 
particulars is on exhibition at the office of Charles 
L, Wright & Co., No. 51 Broadway. Among its dis- 
tinguishing characteristics are a flat bottom, adeep 
groove on each side, and an unusual breadth, as 
compared with its length. The model has been 
patented by Cupt. C. D. Lundborg, a former officer 
of the Swedish Navy; and it is planned to organize 
a company here to build a line of vessels of this 
description. Prominent capitalists are said to be 
interested. The ships are to be of iron and 
steel, with a displacement of 11,000 tons each. 
A vessel of the size projected will be 450 feet long, 
with a breadth of 66 feet at its widest part, and 5s 
feet at its narrowest, or low water line. There 
are to be four decks, with a depth of 41 feet from 
the upper deck to the bottom. The draught will be 
23 feet loaded.

The Department of Agriculture, in its 
September report, estimates the Winter 
wheat crop of the country at 380,000,000 
bushels, and the Spring wheat at 140,000,000, 
a total of 520,000,000, or 22,000,000 greater 
than the yield of the season of 1880. These 
figures are from aconservative source, and 
probably too low, but with a wheat yield 
of no more than 520,000,000 bushels, and 
the prospect of lower prices in foreign mar- 
kets, owing to the improved expectations of 
the crop in France, Germany, and Hungary, 
it will not be in the power of speculators to 
force wheat up to $1 50 a bushel this 
Winter. Some gentlemen who live 
upon the returns of more or less success- 
ful ‘‘ operations’ in the produce market are 
asking whether great crops ana low prices 
are an unmixed blessing. Itis safe to say 
that the workers and producers of the coun- 
try, even the grain producers, have nothing 
to fear from such a combination of circum- 
stances; and so long as the laws afford no 
protection against the evils of speculative 
juggling with articles of prime necessity, 
there is cause for general satisfaction that 
this wholesome end is reached through the 
overflowing bounty of the earth. 


If Mr. Jonn KeEtty seriously proposes 
any coalition, affiliation, or other intimate 
relation with the Anti-Monopolists, whose 
convention assembles at Saratoga to-day, he 
cannot by any stretch of courtesy be consid- 
ered a welcome guest. Of course, there is 
an element of grotesqueness in KELLY’s 
Joud-mouthed protestations of his sympathy 
with the purposes and aims of the Anti- 
Monopolists. Nevertheless, in his some- 
what solitary condition KeruLiy cannot af- 
ford to be squeamish about appearances, 
and if he could secure an _ alliance 
with the Anti-Monopolists he could afford 
to be laughed at and mocked as a 
political charlatan.

CORNELL'S CHANCES. 

The Republican voter of New-York, or 
Brooklyn is, as a rule, totally ignorant not 
only of the time and place of a primary 
election in his Assembly district, but also of 
the names of the men who are then and 
there elected to represent the party in the 
State Convention. In fact, he does, not, 
in many cases, know the number of. the 
Assembly district in which he lives and 
is entitled to vote. It is only after the 
‘‘workers”’. of the party have in. State, 
county, Congressional, and other: conven- 
tions prepared for him a list of candidates 
that he makes up his mind whether he is to 
vote or not. The ‘‘workers’’ are chiefly 
composed of office-holders or oflfice-seekers, 
with here and there an_ exceptional 
citizen who makes.a_ deliberate . sur- 
render of his hours; of rest to prove 
that the capacity for ‘ self-government has 
not yet died out among the voters of our 
great cities.: In smaller cities and in agri-' 
cultural districts the conditions of political 
activity are somewhat different. There the 


struggle for existence is less keen and ex- 
hausting, the distractions of an exciting kind 


are less numerous, and public spirit and 


civic ambition retain something of the im- 
press left by a long and persistent exercise 
of all the rights of a free citizen. 

That the imperfection of our methods of 
electing candidates is due to public apathy 
and indolence on the one side and to the 
importance assumed by the merely profes- 
sional aspects of politics on the other is not 


denied. That between the two the primary 
and, secondary‘ results of political’ action 


may’ be anything but representative 
of the true sentiment of the mass 


of Republican voters is equally  cer- 
tain. . There is’ this corrective to any gross 


things, for success, and that, assuming them 
to de fair judges of their own business, they 
will not usually support a candidate ' who" 
is sure to be beaten.

ly dead. This much. must at least be said 
in favor of the representative character of 
primaries, caucuses, and conventions, that 
Gov. CorRNELL’s chances of ; renomina- 
tion ¢continue :to be very ‘good. How 
much;of that may be dve'to his 
control of forces . not essentially differ- 
ent from thosé’ directed by his adversaries 
we need not stop to inquire... The fact re- 
mains that the united power of GouLpD, 
Conk ina, and the Administration has left 
CorNELL with a clear lead over the candi- 
date which this combination is supposed 
most to favor. 


Up to Saturday night 146 delegates had 
been elected to the State Convention. Of 
these the friends of Mr. CornELu claimed 
70, giving Judge Fouierer 48, Mr. Waps- 
wortH 20, and Mr. .Woop .13. . Our. own 
estimate .is that the Cornell . delegates 
numbered: 65 and the Felger  dele-: 
gates 48. Since that date, including 
the New-York and other conventions 
of yesterday, 131 delegates have been elected, 
with the following estimated result: Cor- 
NELL 46, Foreer 50, Wapswortn 17, 
Srarin, 8, Rowrnson 6, and: 4 unclassified 
delegates from Lewis County, making in all 
77 delegates out of a total of 496 elected to 
date. This would make #the » relative 
strength of the two leadiag candidates at this 
time, CornNELL 111, and Forcrr 98. That 
the grounds of this calculation may be test- 
ed, we give the details of the last.two 
days’ apportionment: For CorNnELL—New- 
York, 18; Third District of St. Law- 
rence, 4; First Westchester, 3; Chenango, 
5; Delaware, 5; Franklin, 4; First Queens, 
2, and Herkimer, 5; total, 46.. For FoLerr 
New-York is estimated at 47, and 
Warren, 3; total, 50. The proportion 
of strength* thus awarded ,in this City 
will doubtless be disputed’ both by the 
friends .and enemies of the Governor. 
It is less than claimed by the former and 
more than will be conceded by the latter. 
All we can say is that it.is as much as 
the Governor can count on. at the present 
stage of the contest; but given any clear 
demonstration of his possession of a majority 
of the convention, or even a close approach 
to a majority, the waverers.in New-York 
and Brooklyn will join a large contingent of 
delegates elsewhere who do not care to be 
left on the wrong side, and assure hima 
clear and undisputed majority. 
that majority he must, in our judgment, 
obtain 1388 of the 219. delegates yet 
to be chosen, and as the opposition ; has 
pretty well exhausted its strength, we do not 
regard that feat as impossible. In any 
case, the Cornell and‘ Wadsworth delegates 
will, acting together, control the conven- 
tion with probably disastrous results to the 
combination which has sought to utilize the 
contest for the most sinister purposes.

A SUSPICIOUS DEFENSE. 

Mr..WitiraAm Dicxson, foreman of the 
star route jury, who was convinced that all 
the indicted contractors were guilty of con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government, but was 
satisfied of the innocence of Brapy and_ 8. 
W. Dorsey, rushes to his own defense with, 
suspicious alacrity and. unnecessary volu- 
bility. He seems to take-eagerly to himself 
the insinuation that some’ of the jury acted 
from: corrupt : motives and ° resents | it ‘as 
a personal affront. There is ‘:; little. 
appearance of a consciousness of integrity 
in his protestations or in the readiness with 
which he assumes that the Government was 
concerned in efforts to overcome his virtue. 
He; does not:explain, how: or why. it! was 
supposed that he was‘ favorable to Brapy 
and Dorsgy, and that it was either necessary 
or practicable to change his position by 
corrupt , means. - He. represents . minions 
of the prosecution as, directing . their 
attacks > specially upon :him, , as_ if? they 
knew. how he was. disposed to act, and_be- 
lieved that he could‘ be induced to change 
his mind by:a liberal’ offer of money. . Un- 
consciously he makes; the kind’ of excuse 
which ,is in‘itself;an, accusation. If Mr. 
Foreman Dickson had’ had a stern: sense of 
the duty and responsibility resting upon him 
and the uprightness of. intent of which he 


protests ‘so. much,“ it} isnot likely» that 
any such, advance as he; describes would 
have. been made, and _if. it had. been 
made . it would . have ».been_ resented 
with a spirit which" would, have, forbidden 


its continuance. The‘ man who‘ entertains 
a corrupt proposition and. leads the proposer 
on to make it more definite does not display 
that; sensitive regard for his, honor which 
begets confidence., If the offer which he 


says was made to him had been resented as 


the deadly insult which . it would have been 
to an honest man,* he would probably have 
been troubled no further and would have had 
no occasion and no desire to make long ex- 


planations. 


But the Bowen story, with Mr. Dicxson’s 
gloss: upon ;its significance, is, exceedingly 
improbable. % If , there was any, ground of, 
suspicion regarding the | attitude ; of the Ad-; 
ministration, toward the} trial, it: was to, be 
suspected of a willingness’ that, BRapy and 
Dorsey should escape ' conviction. » It was 
that which was feared whenever confidence’ 
in its action was in: the least’ shaken.. But. 
on , the supposition» that, it was thorough-. 
ly {in earnest and ® determined * to * se- 
cure the‘ conviction; of every / guilty’ man,. 
it had no possible motive for endeavoring to, 
sway/the jury by illegitimate: means. . If, 
the prosecution was ‘thorough and the evi- 
dence as complete as‘ it could be made, the 


responsibility of the Government’ would, be 
discharged, and if then there was/a failure 
to convict, the fault could not be imputed to 


the Administration. . The references to Mr. 
BREWSTER’S ambitious motives appear utter- 
ly absurd.. Moreover, it is assuming that the 
Attorney-General was a fool to suppose that 
he would lay himself open to. exposure for- 
an underhanded attempt to corrupt the jury. 
The Bowen , incident * certainly : needs to be 
cleared up, but it is inconceivable that the 
man was warranted in representing himself 
asan authorized agent of the Department 
of Justice in making the alleged offer to the. 
foreman of the jury. 


Mr. Dickson complains that the jury was 
dogged by spies and pestered by applica- 
tions, anonymous and otherwise, : intended 
to influence their action or ascertain their 
views, and he insinuates that these were sct 


on hy the prosecution or in its interest. -The | 


insinuation is gratuitous, so far as at present 
appears, There may have been irresponsible 
‘*cranks” and adventurers in Washington 
anxious to trade upon any information or 
influence that they could secure in case they 
found the jurymen pliable. If so, the jury- 
men themselves possessed the only power 
there was to put an end to such operations. 
They should have been quite able to defend 
their own ‘virtue. Unfortunately, «they 
were somewhat under suspicion from the 
first. There were fears that one or more 
of them might have been ‘“‘ fixed,” 
or that atiempts would be made in behalf of 
Brapy and Dorsey to ‘fix’ them. » The 
basis of these fears! was the known’ capa- 
bility of those men to employ such means of 
escape if they found it feasible. No doubt 
there may have been some watching institut- 
ed by the prosecution to prevent or detect 
such attempts in case they were made. 
The character and methods of some 
of the defendants justified great 
vigilance in that respect. But so far as the 
jury themselves were concerned, the only 
protection they needed against attempts of 
any kind and from any quarter was such as 
honest men could easily and would very 
quickly exercise in their own behalf. Their 
course was clear enough. They should aave 
resented promptly and with spirit every in- 
terference with their prerogatives, and, above 
all, they should have kept from their delib- 
erations onthe verdict every reference to 
external influences. Mr. Dickson confesses 
to a serious impropriety when he tells how 
he brought this subject up in the jury-room, 
contrary to the warnings of the Judge. 


His whole course in reference to the al- 
leged bribery and corruption has not been 
that of a man. conscious of integrity and 
sensitive to reflections upon his honor. If 
it had been, he would have had nothing to 
explain and’ would have scorned to make 
any explanation. But he finds it necessary 
not only to:talk at great length on this 
subject of corrupt attempts, but .to account 
for his position in regard to the verdict. 
There ought to be no need of accounting for 
it, but, in point of. fact, it is simply unae- 
countable. He was for convicting all the in-: 
dicted contractors, including Var.e and J. 
W. Dorsey, and for acquitting Brapy and 
8. W. Dorsty. That is aposition which, in 
view of all the evidence, cannot be explained 
on any‘ theory creditable to Mr. Dickson, 
and if his lack of discretion had not been 
complete » he would have said nothing 
about it. 


DELANEY’S DENIAL. 

If Mr. J. C. DELANEY and Mr. Epwarp 
O’ MEAGHER Conpon had been able to de- 
liver to Gen. BEAVER the Land League vote 
of Pennsylvania, it is easily possible that the 
General would have been elected Governor. 
Reform in Pennsylvania would thereby have 
been postponed to the Greek kalends, while 
Senator J. DonaLD CAMERON would have 
skipped nimbly : over’ the ‘ political. grave 
which now yawns forhim. But DELANEY 
denies that he conspired with Conpon and 
CAMERON to sell out the Land League vote. 
His statement, which fills ,two columns of 
the Philadelphia Press, has. been read: with 
a: deep sense: of relief and gratification 
by his. many friends and by the public at 
large,' for it.not only relieves.as stain-: 
less. man from annoying suspicion, « but 
shuts the mouths of those croakers who ob- 
ject to:Jrishmen on the. ground. that:they’ 
are apt to mix Popery’and the. burning 
question ot Erin with their American.poli-: 
tics. .Col. A. K. McCuvurs is the author: of 
the formal charge’ against DELANEY. , He 
alleged. that DELANEY, who is State Libra- 
rian of | Pennsylvania, . promised . Senator 
Cameron 30,000 Land» League votes : for 
BEAVER if CAMERON would secure the recall 
of Minister LowEu1, .against whom all good 
Irishmen cherish undying hatred because of 
his refusal to tomahawk the royal family, 
the Ministry, and the Lords. and Commons 
‘when urged thereto by ‘‘ Richelieu’’ Ronr- 
sON. . CONDON, who is'a poor man, was_ to 
be appointed to a Federal office by Assistant 
Secretary New in order that he might have 
his expenses paid. while .working ‘up the 
Land League boom for BEAVER. ; 

DELANEY’S; denial will - be accepted : as 
final, of course. . The fact that while in the 
performance. of his sworn; duties as} an 
officer of. the Pennsylvania Senate he got 
into some little. difficulty “ which _ led 
to » his. being denounced _ as : “‘a? pub-» 
lic: thief’’.. does ; not, - as * Col. . Mc- 
CLURE » erroneously supposes, yin. any’ 
way impair the credibility: of. his ; affidavit. , 
If Mr. DreLANey stole the State’s money or 


coal or stationery, he has no doubt sincerely 
repented of his fault, and to. rake up: these- 


old scandals now is calculated to hurt his. 
feelings.. Col. ,McCiurg should have 
thought of this.. But it is the temperate; 
and manly - tone - of.- DELANEY’s let- 
ter that carries conviction with it. Col. 
McCuovreE published in his paper fac similes: 
and copies of letters passing between DeLa-' 
NEY and: one J.. D.: O’ConNELL, a chief of 
one of the divisions of the Bureau of Statis-; 
tics in Washington. ; Of; this person DELA-} 
NEY. writes thus’ to’ McCiurs: “You see 
‘that ‘I am not ‘so cowardly as you ; or ‘the. 
contemptible: cur, who; sold , to you the two 
friendly letters ; written ito him) in. confi- 
dence. « Both you and he are too sneakingly 
mean} to; give , his. nameja place in’ your 
paper.”’ O’CoNNELL is, further. spoken of, 
‘as a,“ villain,”’5 a) ‘“‘hireling,”’: a , “paid 
‘spy.’ * and a “tool.” The 4, letters 
DELANEY acknowledges as. genuine, and his 
admissions in- the letter of. denial connect 
him with O’ConNELL and CAMERON in some 
scheme to give; Braver the Land League. 
votes. Referring to the charge, some, time 
ago’ published, that a bargain had ' been, 
made‘ to} purchase LOWELL’s recall” with: 
80,000 Irish votes’ for BEAVER, DELANEY, 


said. in one of his letters to O’CoNNELL,* 
“This * was » bringing « it « pretty ‘ close,’*; 


Blinded, by his prejudices, Col. McCiurs: 
sees 'in this { ample. confirmation : of » his 


charges. . But ' fair-minded; people will. put |) 


the clear truthfulness of’ DrLanry’s affida- 
vit into the scale withthe Colonel’s one- 


sided opinions and” acquit the noble Irish-}} 


man of all blame. 
But we think Mr. DeLaNey, upon care- 


fully reading his statement, will acknowl-. 


edge that it contains one blemish. He calls 
his calumniator ‘‘ Jumbo McCuure.”’ The 
epithet is ; both impolite and inap-" 
propriate. The, elegant Col. A. K, 
McCuure . has ¥ nothing “in |‘ common 
‘with Mr. Barwom’s international elephant. 
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except, perhaps, in respect to size. The 
Colonel is large for a man and Jumbo is 
large for an elephant. But, though of 
m::ss:ve and conspicuous bulk, Jumbo is a 
homely beast, while Col. A. K. McCiure 
is one of the handsomest men that ever 
backed ia .‘‘bobtail”; as though it were 
a ‘‘full.”’* Besides, when Mr. DELANEY 
alludes tohim as ‘‘ Jumbo McCiure’”’ he 
leaves upon the reader’s mind an uncom- 
fortable impression that he does not like the 
Colonel. This feeling is ctrengthened when 
DELANEY further says, ‘‘ Every day in your 
miserable life you assassinate innocent 
men.’’ This should be looked into. The 
Philadelphia papers might, through the 
courtesy of the profession, record Col. Mc- 
CLURE’S gory crimes under another name, 
but the impartial Associated Press ought to 
fix the guilt where it belongs. It is proba- 
ble, however, that this is only Mr. Dr- 
LANEY’s way of expressing his dissent from 
Col. McCuiure’s views. He is perhaps 
‘‘surprised at his own moderation’ 
when he charges the Colonel with 
the ‘‘daily assassination of entire families,”’ 
for if he had given free rein to his Irish tem- 
per, some really picturesque calumny-would 
have probably flowed from his pen. But it 
is evident that Mr. DELANEY, though here 
and there approaching the verge of the abu- 
sive style—as when he calls Col. McCuiure 
‘‘mean and despicable’’—has in the main 


determined to make a dispassionate review ' 


of the charges against him. 


To be sure, his admissions and evasions—. 


unintentional, no doubt—coupled with Con- 
pon’s failure to deny when examined as 
stony-hearted lawyers examine matters 
of evidence, convict him on all 
the counts. But the sympathetic public 
will look at the spirit and purpose of his 
statement rather than at its letter. It is 
enough that Mr. DELANEY wishes people to 
understand that he 1s an honest Republican, 
laboring honestly for the election of 
Gen. BeAveR. Not the least gratifying 
consequence of, his masterly defense is 
its incidental vindication of Senator CAMER- 
on and Mr. New. People have hesitated to 
believe that the.former would not rather 
abandon his fight for BEAVER, or even 
stump the State for Stewart, than to pur-: 
chase victory by using his influence*with the 
President to secure the recall of Minister 
LOWELL; while it was equally impossible 
to suppose that Assistant Secretary New 
would give Connon a Federal appointment 
in pursuance of so corrupt a bargain. 


CAPT. COLOMB. 

A very interesting and important paper 
on collisions at sea was read before the last 
meeting of the British Association by one 
Capt. Cotoms. The Captain is, as he him- 
self would doubtless admit, essentially ‘im- 
probable. Ve might believe in a Capt. 
Columbus or Colombo, and imagine that 
he was ‘remotely connected with the great 
explorer; but CoLoms, without a” final 
vowel, is* neither English, Italian, nor any- 
thing else, and is, in fact,. an insult to,our 


‘credulity. '* Moreover, . the - pretended : Capt. 


CoLoMB is both a:scientific person and a 
sailor—a combination which is .almost un- 
thinkable. » Of » course, : an ; able « seaman 
knows more than;any scientific landsman 
could ever learn, but he does not fritter 
away his mind with blackboards and waste 
his time with insects. ; He, could not: be:at 
once a scientific person.and an able seaman, 


‘much less a master mariner. 


Still, the evidence that ‘somebody * calling 
himself Capt. Cotoms, and claiming to-bea 
marine scientific person, did appear before 


“the British , Association, and: did then;and 


there read a paper on collisions at sea, is 
sufficient to: establish the fact.» Who: this 
bold impostor was, and what was his! object 
in thus meddling in the meeting of the asso- 
ciation, remains to. be’ discovered. Mean- 
while, the fact that his paper has » been pub- 
lished and has been treated with gravity’ by 
the press! renders it proper‘to devote ‘some 
little space to the alleged Captain’s asser- 
tions and theories. 


: Capt.’ Cotomp—and it is quite possible 
that the name is a misprint for CoLumBUs—;} 
informs us that fogs at sea are not, as is gen- 
erally ‘supposed, particularly : dangerous. 
He maintains that collisions * occur : more 
frequently. at night than during a fog, and 


that hence: night ,is ‘the.chief cause of col-: 
lisions. : This may be true, and the only con-. 
clusion to be drawn trom it may be that sail-, 
ors exercise s0 much more care during the 
prevalence of a fog than they exercise at 
night. that a fog actually diminishes the 
chances of collision. There is, however, an-; 


other conclusion which most persons will be 
apt to. draw, and that is that nights occur 


more frequently than fogs. An examination 
of the log-books of Atlantic steamers: would 


probably show that during an ocean passage 


of ten days a steamer ordinarily encounters 
at least five or six nights and rarely more; 
than two foggy: days. .It is. not. positively* 
asserted’ that this.is the case, but there is a 
good degree of probability that night is of 
more ; frequent, occurrence in the North At-? 
lantic: than is fog. ; 

Next to night, Capt: Co.omp—and perhaps’ 
he has been at’some time Captain of a canal-i 
boat or of a cricket. ‘‘ eleven’’—assures us: 
that the most frequent cause: of, collisions is. 
the effort to avoid them. . He reminds us that: 
a steamer is usually about . ten times’as jong’ 
as she is wide. « Thus a steamer of four hun-. 


dred feet long is seldom over forty or forty- 
five feet in width. Now, when two steamers 
are approaching . each ; other, from opposite 


‘directions, and one of, them turns half-way. 


around to avoid being run into, , she pre-, 
sents‘ a target: of four, hundred feet’ in 
length; » whereas, « had , she ¢ kept} on { her’ 
course {she would : have ’ exposed ° only ‘ a 
space of forty;feet in width to the pos- 
sible blow of the other vessel... Hence Capt.: 
CoLomp—and the more one thinks of it’ the 
more probable it seems that he is under the 
hallucination that he is the original Contum- 


_Bus—argues* that the, true way to avoid a 
‘collision’ is for every vessel to keep on her 


course, and never, under any circumstances, 


to turn out for another vessel. This theory,’ 
involving as it does several figures and the use 
of the multiplication table for its due com- 
prehension, seems to have made a profound 
impression upon the scientific men who 
listened to it; and no unprejudiced person 
can deny that it has the merit of decided 
originality. 

While we may admit that Capt. Coroms 
—who’ may have had the title of Captain 
conferred“ ton’ him against“ his will by 


some intelligent reporter—has discovered 

one immediate cause of collisions at sea, he 

does not seem to have grasped the fact.that 

the true and original cause of collisions is 

the fact that vessels will proceed in a direc- 

tion which tends to bring them nearer to one 

another. For example, «8 steamer 

leaves Liverpool for New-York on 

a given day, and another’ steam- 

er leaves New-York for Liverpool. 
on the same day. Until they have passed 

each other in the middle of the Atlantic 

they must approach each other every day, 

and if they are sailing on precisely the same 

parallel, they must come dangerously near 

together by the time that each of them is 

half-way across the Atlantic. Whereas, af-, 
ter they have passed each other ‘all danger - 
of collision is: at an end, since every hour 

puts them further and further apart. 

Keeping these facts in our minds, we need 
only add to them the fact that, according to 
Capt. CoLomsp—who is certainly more of a 
scientific person than ke is of a sailor—col- 
lisions take place at night, to be enabled to 
discover an infallible way of ' avoiding col- 
lisions. Steamers may Keep on their respec- 
tive courses during the day, but as soon as 
night approaches every steamer that has 
accomplished less than half the voyage 
across the Atlantic should turn back and 
steam in the opposite direction. The result 
of this‘would be that all the steamers in 
the eastern half of the Atlantic would be 
steering eastward at night, while all the 
steamers in the western half of the Atlantic 
would be simultaneously steering westward. 
In those circumstances collisions would be 
impossible, except in the rare case of one 
steamer overtaking another and running into 
her stern. This plan ought to commend itself 
to Capt. CoLoms’s scientific mind, and un- 
less he is a grossly prejudiced man he will 
admit that it is at least as valuable as. his 
plan of not permitting a steamer to turn 
aside to avoid collision with an approaching 
steamer. : 

Doubt respecting the value of the jury sys- 
tem will be strengthened by the unsatisfactory re- 
sult of the star route trials. A great many more 
persons will hereafter be found to deplore that 
cases in which the facts are hidden by a mass of in- 
cumbrances must be tried before juries of twelve 
men who have had ne training, and usually no apt- 
itude, for sifting evidence. Such men, they will 
insist, cannot be expected to find the truth and set 
it forth clearly in verdicts. A great many con- 
clusions arrived at by juries could be cited in sup- 
port of this view, and to set forth in detail the ludi- 
crous things that have come out of the jury-box 
would take a very big book. A short time ago, in 
the Court of Common Pleas, while an accident case 
was on trial, the counsel for the defense privately 
informed the Judge that one of the jurors had of- 
fered to “hang the jury” if he were paid well. The 
Judge ordered the expulsion of the corrupt juror, 
but the counsel of the plaintiff heard of the 
matter and asked permission to, move openly 
for the fellow’s expulsion, in order that 
an .example might be made of him  be- 
fore the public.

much intelligence. Nor was there. more intelli- 
gence ina jury that tried, in the same court, a’ 
case brought against an Assignee on the ground: 
that his assignor had procured goods by represent- ‘ 
ing that_he was solvent when he was on the eve of 
failure. This jury found for the plaintiff and then‘ 
informed the court that they intended to cast no-* 
reflection upon the character of the assignor. » 
Things like these must necessarily have the. 
effect, upon the minds of many persons, of induc-? 
ing the belief that juries ‘shoula be abolished and” 
the judgments of trained Judges substituted for: 
their verdicts. But persons who arrive at this: 
conclusion can scarcely be said to have thought. 
over the question in all its bearings.;'The only: 
thing. that is certain isithat the «jury. sys-% 
tem “ needs remodeling. “ How it x Shall be> 
remodeled is a matter’ which © must be 
thought out very carefully.

The parish of the Church of the Advent, 
Boston, where the American branch of the Society’ 
of St. John the Evangelist has had its head-quar- 
ters, has been for the last three‘ months the centre 
of an unusual agitation. The clergy of the parish 
were all members of: this religious order, the- 
general superintendence‘ falling to the Rector, 
the Rev. C. C. Grarron, the preaching being 
mostly done by the Rev, A. C. A. Harz, an Oxford’ 
graduate and intimate friend of Canon Lippon, 
and the parish work being chiefly in the hands of 
the Rev. Epwarp Ossorng. The two latter have 
now withdrawn from clerical work in the parish, 
because after Mr. Grarron’s separation from 
the Society of St. John the. Evangelist, 
which, is an English » religious » order, they’ 
were unwilling to unite with bim in the formation 
of a similar organization in the American Episcopal 


Church; and the religious work which this order 
has been doing in the United States, especially the 
holding of missions and retreats, has been 
impaired at the moment when it was be. 
lieved to have been successfully begun. 
The root of the difficulty seems to be that 
Father Benson, the Superior of the “ Cowley Fath: 
ers,’ as they are also called, has been unwilling 
that his associate, Mr. Grarron, should form an 
American society with power to act independently 
of the parent organization in Engiand, and that 
Mr. Grarron has felt compelled, if the order was 
to work on any large scale in this country, ta 
make it thoroughly American in its spirit’ and 
government. The Bishops of the Episcopal Church 
could not fully approve the services of men who 
were under foreign direction, and during the period 
of six or eight years that the order has heen in 
operation in Boston and Philadelphia the Ameri- 
can additions, perhaps for this cause, have been 
insignificant. It was plain that if Mr. Grarroy 
retired from the English society the assistant 
clergy of this order in Boston, unless they 
thought best to go with him, must retire 
from the parish of which Mr. Grarron is Rector, 
and this they have-done to the personal re« 
gret of many Advent parisbioners. ‘The parish 
has reached an exceptional degree of prosperity 
under the ministrations of the English clergy, wha 
have worked faithfully under the guidance of the 
Rector, and has been one of the best appointed 
Episcopal parishes in the country; but, for all this, 
there has been a growing feeling that the 
ministrations in American parishes should be 
rendered by American clergymen, and the removal 
of Father Benson's hand will probably be regret. 
ted by few persons inthe Episcopal Church. The 
toreign dictation has never been relished. As to 
the feasibility of an American organization on es 
sentially the same basis, it is an open question 
whether Mr. Grarron will be able to bring 
together a body of young and unmarried 
American clergymen who are willing to confine 
themselves to the obligations and rules of an 
order, and whether it would be advisable if he 
could. There is much to be said on both sides of 
the subject. There is astrong conviction in this 
country that the interests of Christianity are not 
fostered in the best way through the ministrations 
of men or women who are very much sequestered 
from the ordinary walks of life.

AFTER THE GREAT TRIAL 


THE UNCONVICTED CONSPIRAT ORS 
TO BE QUICKLY RETRIED. 
£NVESTIGATING FOREMAN DICKSON’S RBE- 
MARKABLE STATEMENTS—JUROR DONI- 
PHAN’S STORY—MINER IN THE MAR- 


SHAL’S OFFICE — A STATEMENT BY 
WALSH. 

Wasntncton, Sept. 12.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Brewster sent a telegraphic massage to 
the representatives of the Government in this 
city, to-day, directing them to prepare for a 
speedy retrial of Brady, the two Dorseys, 
and Vaile. The statements made by Wil- 
liam Dickson, foreman of the jury, 
will be thoroughly investigated. Dick- 
son says that on Aug. 23 he was 
approached by Henry A. Bowen, who exhib- 
ited letters showing that he had been ap- 
pointed an agent of the Department of Justice 
on the preceding day, and offered him $25,000 
if he would vote to convict Brady and ex- 
Senator Dorsey. Representatives of the Gov- 
ernment say that Henry A. Bowen, or Bow- 
man, was appointed a special agent of the 
department to take the place of Z%. L. Tidball, 
who had been appointed Marshal of Arizona. 
Mr. Tidball at the time of his ap- 
pointment to be Marshal was engaged 
aS an agent of the department in Ari- 
zona, and, therefore, Bowen went to tbat 
Territory to carry on the work. Mr. Ker said 
to-night that Bowen had returned from Ari- 
zona and was nowin North Carolina. He will 


be summoned to this city at once in order that 
Dickson’s story may be investigated. Mr. 
Dickson also says that Bowen was accompa- 
nied by Brewster Cameron, of the Department 
ot Justice, who stood by while Bowen made 
the offer. Mr. Cameron is General Agent of 
the department. Heis now in California en- 
gaged in public business. He will be at once 
recalled in order that all the facts may be as- 
certained. Mr. Ker says that Brewster Cam- 
éron, with whom he is well acquainted, is a 
man utterly above such negotiation, a man 
who knows only his duty, thoroughly honest 
and conscientious. 

Mr. Dickson continues to give statements to 
the public, especially in reply to the severe 
criticism of Mr. Merrick, who had been his 
friend for several years previous to the day 
when the verdict was announced. Being con- 
vinced that Mr. Dickson would’ do his ducy 
honestly and conscientiously on the jury, Mr. 
Merrick did not challenge him when: 
the jury owas formed, preferring that 
Mr. Bliss should do this if it should seem 
to him necessary to be done. Mr. Dickson’s 
associations and his connection, whatever it 
may have been, with the Board of Public 
Works in the days of Boss Shepherd led some 
persons to regard him with suspicion during 
the trial, but Mr. Merrick did not Jose confi- 
dence in him. He frequently defended him 
against suspicion, but when the verdict was 
rendered and the record of the jury’s work 
was made public he became moved by great 
indignation toward the man whom he had 
trusted, and did not. hesitate to express pub- 
licly his opinion of him. Mr. Dickson an- 
nounces that he had laid the facts before the 
District Attorney, and called upon the Attor- 
ney-General to dismiss Bowen and Cameron, 
but he cannot outstrip the Government in the 
race. The counsel for the prosecution will spare 
no effort to discover the truth about this matter 
and to punish the guilty men, whoever they 
may be or wherever they may be found. The 
Government is also at work for the purpose of 
bringing to justice those who tried to bribe 
members of the jury in the interest of some of 
the defendants. The jurors who persistently 
voted for conviction are greatly dissatisfied 
with the verdict, and the Government will have 
thier assistance,not only in the work of proceed- 
ing against those who approached them with 
bripes, but also in reaching the truth as to 
the offers alleged to have come from the Gov- 
ernment side. Mr. Dickson, in a statement 
published this afternoon, says that Mr. Hol- 
mead, another juror who voted for the ac- 
quittal of Brady, the Dorseys, and Vaile, re- 
ported to him that a lawyer named Falls came 
to him and said that he had been authorized 
by the Attorney-General to look after him, 
(Holmead,) and that Falls tried to buy his vote. 
Falls, a iawyer, who had an office near the 
Court-house, was temporarily yemployed by 
the Government, it is said upon good authori- 
ty, because he professed to have information 
of value to the Government in the case. It is 
als osaid that after he had been employed for 
several weeksjhe was summarily dismissed be- 
cause he had suggested that the Government 
should act dishonorably. Mr. Holmead says, 
in an interview published this afternoon, that 
no overtures were made to him from any 
quarter, but Mr. Dickson positively says, in 
his statement published to-day, that Holmead 
told him about Falls’s attempt to corrupt him, 
and he describes at some length the story 
which Holmead gave him. 

Juror McLain, who voted for a conviction 
from the first, said to-day that he has a firm 
faith in Dickson, although he had never met 
him before the panel was drawn. Mr. McLain 
characterizes the verdict as disgusting. Juror 
McCarthy, who voted for conviction, says that 
Dickson steadily argued against his views and 
those of his seven companions in relation to 
Brady and the two Dorseys in the jury-room. 
Juror Tobriner reports that Mr. Holmead de- 
clared that some-one had approached him in 
the interest of the Government. Juror McNeiley 
says that Juror Doniphan was approached by 
aman named Shaw for the defense. Both 
these jarors voted for conviction. Mr. Mc- 
Nellev reports that the jury was haunted by 
men whose purpose was to corruptthem. Juror 
Olcott, who voted for conviction, remarked 
that some members of the jury appeared from 
the start to be determined on the acquittal of 
Dorsey and Brady. Brown, the colored man 
who steadily voted for acquittal, says that no 
one approached him to influence his judgment. 
It is understood that Juror Olcott placed in 
Judge Wyhie’s hands a careful report of offers 
made to him in behalf of the defense. 

The story told by Juror Doniphan is as fol- 
lows: ‘* Before the jury was sworn in the case 
Frederick C. Shaw, one of the panel, came to 
me and said that he would like to get on the 
jury, and asked me what chance I thought 
there was for him. I told him he had the 
same chance that any one else had. When the 
jury was selected he was rejected by Mr. Mer- 
rick. On the way home that night he 
abused Mr. Merrick and said that he 
had been the cause of his rejection, 
Some time afterward, on Sept. 4, I was 
coming down near the Capitol, when some one 
called me. I stopped and saw that it was 
Shaw. Hesaid: ‘*Look here, I have got a 
good thing for you, and will make a little 
myself, too. I have got the money in my 

ocket to give you now if you will favor 5S. 
VY. Dorsey. If he gets off we can get anything 
we want. I nave $200 or $300 which i can 
give you now, and will make it thousands 
within 10days.” Iimmediately turned upon 
him and _ said: ‘Do you know the 
position you are putting yourself.in?”’ He 
said * Yes,’ but he thought I was a friend to 
him and we could makea good thing of it; 
that Dorsey was a powerful man; that as soon 
as the trial was over and Dorsey got clear 
Brewster would be hoisted. I then turned on 
him and said: ‘ Look here, Shaw, you had bet- 
ter leave.’ He walked down as far as Third- 
street and the avenue. He pulled out some 
money in his hand and I said: ‘You had 
better leave me,’ and he went off. 
Yhat evening, after I got home, a lit- 
tle boy came and rang the door-bell and 
asked for me. I went out through the base- 
ment and said to. the boy: ‘Whatisit? He 
said: ‘Mr. Shaw says, will you meet him at 
the Capitol this evening?’ I reflected fora 
moment and said: ‘ Yes, tell him I will meet 
him there.’ I did not go out that night. The 
next morning I went up in front of the 
City Hall, and I think Mr. Cox, Mr. Tobriner, 
and Mr. Murray were standing near the Mar- 
shal’s office. hile I was crossing the street, 
this man Shaw came out of the main building 
of the City Hall and had his hand in his pock- 
et. Hesaid: ‘Look here; you had better take 
that money.’ I said: ‘Go away, or I will have 
you arrested.’ I called Mr. Tobriner’s atten- 
tion to this.’’ 

Miner and Rerdeli were taken to Marshal 
Henry’s oftice yesterday before they started 
for the jail. ‘* Miner came to court yesterday 
afternoon,” said Marshal Henry to-day, 
** with his hag packed for a journey to Ann 
Arbor, where his family are, but when the 
verdict was announced he was forced to make 
a journey in another direction. I can- 
not forget him as he walked to and fro in 
my Office, aimost wild with excitement, 
wringing his hands and crying, ‘Who is it that 
I conspired with? Where is the man I con- 
spired with? He realized the absurdity of a 
verdict which sent him to jail with a man with 
whom he had been at enmity for years’ and 
allowed Brady and Dorsey and his partner: 
Vaile their freedom. ‘Ah, one day in jail,’ 
paid he,‘ is as bad as 20 years.’ I first saw 
John R. Miner in Sandusky, Ohio, early in 


1877, as Special Agent of the Post Office De-.. 


.defen 


partment. I had been sent to that city to in- 
vestigate the theft of several registered letters. 

fixed the crime upon the Postmaster, and we 
needed an expert accountant to look over his 
books. Miner, a black-eyed, energetic fellow, 
was induced to do the work, and he did it well. 
I well remember the scene when he came in. 
The detected thief was walking to and 
fro, wringing his hands, almost crushed by the 
weight of his discovered offense. He was 
talking wildly of the disgrace which had fallen 
on him and his family. Before I came away 
Miner made some inquiries about the con- 
tract business in which he soon after- 
ward became interested with the Dorseys. 
Yesterday this man was walking to and 
froin my office, wringing his hands, having 
been pronounced guilty of robbing the Gov- 
ernment through the Post Office Department, 
just as the Sandusky Postmaster had been 
— five years ago in my presence and in 

is, 

Turner, who was acquitted, had organized a 

mining company while employed in the de- 
partment for the purpose of working a prom- 
ising mine in Colorado. He held 12 of the 44 
shares. He told TH Trmes’s correspondent 
yesterday that when the trial began he felt 
compelled to sell for a small sum his interest 
in the mine, which was not then developed, 
the shaft having been put down only 20 feet. 
A few days ago the purchaser of his interest 
sold it for $100,000, and the buyer has since 
refused $150,000 for it. 
_ The verdict and the record of the work done 
in the jury-room proved that many persons 
had been mistaken in their conjectures about 
the views of individual jurymen. The two 
talesmen, Murray and Tobriner, about whose 
selection something was said at the beginning 
of the trial, voted for conviction throughout 
the contest. Holmead, who was regarded by 
some of his acquaintances as a man who would 
surely vote for conviction, voted the other 
way after Miner and Rerdell had been found 
guilty, and was the juror who saved Vaile 
from conviction. There were some persons who 
thought they had seen another juror signaling 
to representatives of the defense in the court- 
room. It afterward appeared that this juror 
had voted steadily from the beginning for 
conviction. Movements of hands or hats, 
which were supposed by some to be signals 
showing how the jury was divided, were the 
subject of many surmises and governed some 
in their estimates of the number of jurymen 
for acquittal and for conviction. The verdict 
showed that all these estimates had been inac- 
curate. 

In an interview published here to-day, Mr. 
Dickson is reported as saying that he placed 
no weicht upon the testimony of Mr. John A, 
Walsh, because he had known Mr. Walsh in 
New-Orleans and in this city in 1876, because 
of a claim which Mr. Walsh had made upon 
the fund raised for the family of Lieut. 
Benner, who died of yellow fever while 
commanding a relief expedition, and. be- 
cause the department, just before’ he 
testified, had given him a remission on the 
Prescott and Santa Fé route amounting to 
$25,000. Mr. Walsh is in this city, and his at- 
tention was directed this evening to this state- 
ment. In relation to the remissions, he said: 
“There was no evidence to show that I 
received that sumin remissions. I was paid 
more than a year ago a sum of money for 
service I had performed in carrying the mails, 
which pay Brady had withheld from me be- 
cause of my unwillingness to submit to his 
arithmetical rules. A fractional part of this 
payment represented remissions.” 

“Was the payment made to you on the 
basis of any agreement as to your testimony 
in this case ?”’ 

‘*Of course not. Postmaster-General James 
believed that the Government, owed; me, and 
hence he ordered that the money should be 
paid. I never had any, consultation with the 
prosecuting officers as to what mv testimony 
would be. My own sense of propriety would 
preclude the possibility of that.” 

In regard to the statement that Mr. Dickson 
had known him in New-Orleans and here, Mr. 
Walsh said: ‘‘I never knew him before I 
came to reside in Washington, and never had 
any acquaiatance with him here until he came 
to my office one dav and offered to me for 
sale a postal draft, drawn by Mail Contractor 
George L. McDonaugh and indorsed by D. C, 
Forney, for about $600.” 

** Was he acting as a broker in that sale?’ 

“Yes; and he.afterward told me that 1 


might have bought the draft at a much greater : 


discount than I did if I had only insisted upon 
it, giving me as reasons for this an opinion 
about the history of the draft which led me to 
think that he understood the methoas which 
prevailed in the Post Office Department.” 

‘“*Mr. Dickson is reported as having said 
that he was convinced that your claim 
against the Benner estate was a fictitious one; 
what about that ?”’ 

‘* At the repeated and urgent solicitation of 
Lieut. Benner by letter,’ replied Mr. Walsh, 
**T finally consented to discount his pay for 
four, five, or six months in advance, some- 
thing very unusual. Almost immediately 
after getting this advance, Benner volunteered 
to take command of the boat on the Mis- 
sissippi River which was sent from St. 
Louis to the. relief of the yellow 
fever ‘ sufferers, and on reaching Vicks- 
bur he was taken ill, and he 
died of tke fever. Of course the Government 
would not pay his unearned drafts. Whenthe 
Benner fund was raised and a committee was 
appointed, of which Dickson was the Secre- 
tary, my clork, Mr. Sbekell, suggested that he 
should take the vouchers of Lieut. Benner to 
the committee and ask that they be paid, on 
the ground that it was a debt of honor, &c., 
and that the money had benefited the family 
of the deceased.”’ 

‘Was the money paid to you?” 

** No, and I have the unpaid vouchers. What- 
ever talk there was upon the subject of their 
payment was had between Mr. Dishes and 
my clerk, Mr. Shekell, who is a most honest 
and upright man.” 

“One would infer, Mr. Walsh, that you 
could not have been sanguine as to a verdict 
under the circumstances as you understood 
them.”’ 

**No, I was not particularly confiaent, as I 
am never an optimist. When Mr. Merrick 
called on me while the Government’s 
case was in extremis and asked me 
to come, to its aid 
told him it was not fair for the Gov- 
ernment to ask me to jeopardize the issue of 
my civil actions against Brady by coming to 
the rescue of a battle already lost.” 

‘* What do you mean ?”’ 

‘*T meant, and so represented, that I had no 
confidence in the jury; thatit was allowed to 
go at large subject to the temptations of the 
defendants. After narrating to him the epi- 
sode of the McDonaugh-Forney draft, I de- 
clared that I refused to believe in the possibil- 
itv of a proper verdict.” 

‘There is a rumor on the streets that you 
called upon Judge Wylie to-day in relation to 
the present Grand Jury. Is it true ?”’ 

‘Yes, but I would prefer to say nothing 
about that. Itis a rather delicate subject.” 

A telegram has been sent to Col. Bliss, who

MORE FROM FOREMAN DICKSON. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Mr. Dickson’s at- 
tention having been cailed to a published inter- 
view with Mr. Merrick, in which the latter made 
remarks reflecting upon Mr. Dickson’s integrity, 
Mr. Dickson replied: 

Well, it may suit Mr. Merrick to fret and fume, 
and say unkind and unjust things about men who 
were sworn to perform a duty, and performed that 
trust in a fearless and conscientious manner ac- 
cerding to their honest convictions of the law and 
evidence, but if he will turn his attention to the 
Department of Justice, of which he is now an offi- 
cer, and purify the atmosphere of that institution 
and aid in exposing the attempted bribery charges, 
the corrupt practices of bis subcrdinates, he will 
do the Government good service. No one has 


a higher appreciation. of Mr. Merrick than ‘I. 


have, and I have ever prized his friendship; and I 
doubt if he is even aware of the damnable trans- 
actions which have occurred since the commence- 
ment of the star route cases.

all of which were false. Intimidations of every 
character were resorted to, and aystematic at- 
tempts were made to terrorize the jury by threat- 
ening them. Some of them were charged with 
drunkenness. One of them, Mr. Holmead, in- 
formed me early in the proceedings that a lawyer 
named Falls haa interviewed him, telling him that 
he was an officer of the Department of Justice, 
and desired him to ascertain by watching my 
notes as I jotted down the salient points of the 
testimony and report.to him their import. He told 
Holmead that he was authorized to act by the 
Attorney-General, and was Assicned to look after 
him; that lt was a question whether Judge Free- 
man or Falls should be delegated to take care of 
Rolmead, and fiually 1t was decided to appoint 
him. He urged olmead to act with him 
with information, and said 
it would résult in his (Falls’s). advance- 
ment, and that Holmead would lose nothing 
by it. I cautioned Holmead when he told me, in 
June, to pay no attention to Falls or any one who 
attempted to mislead him. Falls repeated his visit 
to Holmead at intervals and renewed his effurts to 
inveigle him, until Holmead threatened to kick 
him out of his store. Our places of business were 
invaded by “ spotters;’’ our employes were solicit- 
ed to tell whom we conversed with and what our 
sentiments were on the subject of the trial, and 
our wives were not safe from interviewers and 
over-zealous agents. ° 

The first personal knowledge [ had of the pres- 
ence of the *' jury-fixer’’ was when Henry A. Bow- 
en made the proposition to me to convict the de- 
fendants, and promised me $25,000. His cool au- 
dacity was charming, and he unhesitatingly ex- 
hibited to me his letters of appointment as 
a special agent of the Department of Justice, dated 
Aug. 22, 1882. He wanted me to meet the Attor- 
ney-General and said he had been telegraphed for, 
and be was expected in Washington the next day, 
Thursday, Aug. 24, 1882; that we could meet at 
Wormley’s Hotel undisturbed, and he would sat- 
isfy me that what he promised was correct. He 
further said: ‘ Well, you are a man of the world 
and know that when you aro ina fight you must 
use every means in your power to win. This is 
now the Attorney-General’s fight, and he must 
succeed—'tis political life or death with him. He 
does not veanna Judge Wylie ae friendly to the prose- 
cution by his contrary rulings.’”’ He also said tnat 
the case came to Brewster as a legacy from his 
predecessor, MacVengh, and that it had been 
terribly mismanaged by MacVeagh and 
James. Mistakes bad been made and errors 
of counsel had jeopardized it, and the present Ad- 
ministration did not care to press the case until 
Brady’s papers commenced their tirade of abuse 
and jvilification of the Administration and its offi 
cers, and now, under all circumstances, the de- 
fendants must be convicted. [ asked him if any 
of the counsel for the prosecution knew of his ac- 
tion. He said they did not. Before leaving him he 
said: ** I willsend word to your address to-mor- 
row and arrange when we can meet and see the 
Attorney-General.”’ On the following day, after 
the adjourment of the court, I proceedea to my 
office, and shortly afterward a colored boy handed 
me a card with the following written in lead pencil: 
** Dear Col. Dixon: Fight o'clock this evening, at 
Driver’s. Bowen. Aug. 24.’’ On Friday, Aug, 25, 
I called upon Judge Wylie at recess and 
informed him that an improper preposition 
had been made me and by whom. He conversed 
about the matter, and he said he would think over 
it and resolve upon what course te pursue. After 
adjournment that day he called me, and said he 
was afrald that those damnable attempts to pollute 
the jury might have been made upon some of the 
other jurymen, and advised me to caution and con- 
sult with them privately; that for the present he 
would not take action. I suggested that I could 
encourage Bowen and probably let the proposition 
culminate into an actual deposit of the corruption 
fund, and then expose him. He checked me by 
saying: “No, that hastoo much flavor of Police 
business.” I said I would reportto him any fur- 
ther factsI might glean from day today. Some 
days after I had a conversation with him, and told 
him that other jurymen had been approached, 
and he said he would attend to the matter 
in time. I attempted to tell him the facts 
in the Bowen interview, but he _ pre- 
vented me, saying he did not care to know 
the facts in detail or know what side of the case 
they represented. It was apparent that a person 
acting tor the defense might approach a juryman 
with a corrupt offer, representing himself to be in 
the interest of the prosecution, and vice versa, 
with a view of testing or entrapping a juryman. 
He again advised the strictest surveillance and 
caution. Later on Mr. Olcott intimated to me that 
he had been interviewed for a corrupt purpose, but 
did not state the facts; and Mr. Doniphan reported 
to me thata man named Shaw had offered bim 
$200 to vote to clear Dorsey. Ladvised him to re- 
port the matter to the Judge, and he did so. 

Until we took the first informal ballot, on the 
afternoon of Friday, Sept. 8, I did not know how 
any of the jury would vote, nor did I in the slight- 
est degree endeavor to control their actions, 
and I refer to my colleagues to substantiate 
my statement. I could not discover any 
positive criminating evidence against. 8S. 
W. Dorsey that was sapported by  un- 
disputed facts. I explained my position to my 
colleagues fully and freely, and whenever we dis- 
cussed the charges in the indictment or any of the 
overt acts I supported my position by facts sworn 
to by Government witnesses. As to Brady. the 
testimony of Walsh, sustained by collateral facts 
in the evidence, was what the prosecution depend- 
ed upontocouvict him. I must be allowed to 
judge of Walsh's highly interesting and illuminated 
testimony as it lmpressed me, and if I did not be- 
lieve itinits entirety or take much stock in the 
dramatic artist who delivered itj it is because I am 
differently constituted from many men, and I am 
sorry to say many of the public papers, which de- 
manded conviction without a hearing, would have 
preferred to see a lot of automatons or a troupe of 
marionettes upon the jury to decide this case than 
to depend upon the wavering minds of an honest 
jury sworn to decide as to the facts. Excuse me 
if I differ with the rest of mankind, and allow me 
to judge of my own responsibility under oath. 

I see it isstated that [ formally swore to my in- 
terview with Bowen in the presence of the jury 
with the object of influencing them. I know the 
jury have too much regard for their honors to mis- 
state a sinele fact or incident which occurred dur- 
ing our three days’ imprisonment, and they will 
bear me out in saying that it was not until after 
Messrs. McNelley, Doniphan, McCarthy, and§Olcott 
had incidentally referred to their experience with 
*jury-fixers’’ and the reference to published state- 
ments in the shape of interviews in last Friday’s 


| Lost that I took up my written statement and sub- 


mitted the question to them as to the propriety of my 
reading it to them. General consent was given, 
and so careful was I that I positively told them it 
was not intended to have the slightest weight with 
any of them or warp their judgments. The state- 
ment I read them was the original one I had writ- 
ten on my return to my home on the night of Aug. 
23, after the Bowen interview, and at its close I 
solemnly said: ** Knowing and believing that I 
have a God to meet, I say that every word of that 
statement is true, so help me God.” Others then 
told their experiences, and prefaced them with the 
same remark as I made that they were not given 
to influence anybody, and that it was impossible 
to judge in whose interest the corrupt offer was 
made, as suggested by Judge Wylie. 

The result of the verdict was as unsatisfactory 
to me as it wastoany of the counsel; it was in- 
consistent. The jury did not expect to render the 
verdict when we were called in yesterday after- 
noon. They had decided by a vote of 11 to 1 that 
the foreman should not report unless the Judge 
should command him to do so. Judge Wylie did 
not direct me toreport. Iturnedto the jury and 
polled them as to whether I should report accord- 
ing to our last—the tweifth—ballot. I did this, so 
that if there were any doubting minds onthe jurya 
jast chance was given them to change their vote if 
desirable to do so, Each and every man assented 
to my reporting the result,and I did so. Ibelieved 
the conspiracy was made out astosome of the 
contractors, who were organized apparently with 
a view to obtaining contracts upon unfrequented 
territory, or in a growing section, at low figures, 
and by representations of fucts and petitions 
to the: department to secure expedition and 
increase until the figures reached large 
sums. I believed this was systematically 
done by them through their officers located here,, 
and the principal sufferers were the sub-contractors,’ 
whose losses, comparatively with the Government, 
were 10 times greater. I believe that in many in-’ 
stances the department was imposed upon, and by 
the misrepresentations which were probably made 
orders were secured. Take any executive officer 
under the Government, I care not who, and Iknow 
from my experience that it is a physical impossi- 
bility, considering the growing wants of the peo- 
ple, to personally inspect, examine, and discover 
the true inwardness of the effect of each order he 
issues in the manifold duties assigned him. And 
then the exercise of mistaken judgment should be 
considered by every liberal mind. If juries are to 
be composed of men who do not think and act for 
themselves, and who are expected to accept 
circumstantial evidence as fact and shadows 
as proof, then the authorities made a woeful 
mistake when they drew my name from the wheel. 
In regard to the Bowen matter, I have copied the 
statement I made out on the night ef Aug. 23 and 


placed it in the hands of the District Attorney for’ 


action, and this afternoon I shall write to the At- 
torney-General asking for an immediate investiga- 
tion, and demanding as a citizen the protection of 
his department from the vicious, malicious, and 
contemptible attacks of his officers of justice upon 
a juror who dared to vote his honest convictions. 
If the brilliant Merrick imagines he can sustain his 
views of m 
calumny and innuendo, I am willing to surrender. 
But I shall eagerly watch to see what his course 
will be when the damning proofs are presented 


against one of hissubordinates, and the corroborat- 


ing evidence, which is me 4 sufficient to satisf 
the most incredulous, is before him. Till 
then we will not talk about personal integ- 
rity. That he will do me the oe of anapology 
I feel assured, for I do not believe him capable of 
wrong. Ihave lived and struggied for an honest 
livelihood in this community for 20 years this 
month, and I hope I have not fallen so low in the 


‘estimation of my  fellow-citizens, who have 


honored me so often by their evidences of con- 
fidence, as to be branded as a falsifier and to be: 
suspected of perjury. I shall patiently await my

CHICAGO MARKETS EXCITED. 


CONTINUED FALL IN PRICES YESTERDAY— 
SUSPENSION OF REED, LASH & CO. 

Cuicaao, Sept. 12.—The markets were 
again wildly excited to-day, and there was about 
as bad a break in provisions as there was yester- 
day, while corn weakened badly, but not to such 
an extent as yesterday. Provisions and corn were 
again the chief attractions, the other markets 
being subordinate in interest. It was by many 


, people supposed that prices would rule higher, the 


theory being that weak holders had been shaken 
out yesterday... A great many commission men 
last night sent to their country customers for 
margins, . only to receive in reply orders 
to sell, or else the statement that 
no margins could be supplied. In either case the 
property was offered on the market for the most 
that it would bring, and weakness was the result. 
The decline in pork was greatest in the nearer de- 
liveries. The price for October declined 85 cents, 
while January dropped only 35 cents. There was 


a reaction about noon, and the market was again 
strong on the afternoon call, the close being only 
124% cents lower than yesterday. The aggregate 
sales of the day were again enormous, footing up 
266,500 barrels. Lard was weak, but did not 
decline so badly as yesterday. It dropped about 
1744 cents for October, and 124% cents for January, 
but rallied and closed in the afternoon at an ad- 
vance of 5 cents over yesterday’s closing price, 
with a total of 158,000 tierces sold. Prominent in 
this aggregate was one item of 10,000 tierces sold 
on the morning call by Leopold Bloom to W. B. P. 
Hutchinson at $11 3214 for March. It is supposed 
that Bloom offered this ssa bluff, as when it 
was taken by Hutchinson he tried to back out of 
the deal, but was held toit. It was probably this 
transaction that prevented lard from weakening 
as badly as pork did. It showed that capital was 
inclined to take hold of the property, and the fact 
gave confidence to a good many parties who 
turned in as buyers, mainly, however, to fill. The 
number of selling orders from outside has not 
diminished, but the number who are willing to 
take hold of the offerings has sensibly increased. 
Corn opened a little stronger, the poson being 
much the same as in provisions. It was thought 
the weak longs had sold out, and several buying 
orders came in which put up the price a little for 
this month and October, but they soon weakened, 
and the market declined 244 cents from the lowest 
notch of en but closed only 44 cent lewer on 
October and a little firmer for spot. Receipts 
showed a rather sharon falling off, and buyers for 
shipment seemed more willing to take hold at the 
decline. The longer futures in corn were rather 
weak at one time, but except fora few minutes 
were on the whole regarded as firm. January sold 
down to 49 cents on a report that the same delivery 
had peen sold in St. Louis for 45, but it only 
touched that point here for a moment. Wheat 
was firm throughout, excepta little dash at the 
opening, when it was rumored that car lots would 
show large increase in numbers. But thetide soon 
turned and spot offerings were taken up rather 
freely, presumably to fill September shorts. For- 


.eign advices were a little more encouraging to 


holders, though it could not be seen that there was 
any export demand here. Wheat is already low and 
people don’t care to sell much for future delivery 
at present prices, and especially as jt is understood 
that McGeoch and Wells have got hold of the deal 
for this month, and it is supposed they have con- 
trol of enough of October and November to enable 
them to manipulate these months to advantage. 
Oats opened a little lower, but advanced % 
of a cent onj some buying orders, chiefly 
for September, and fell back again toward the 
close, except that October was relatively firm: 
Rye declined 1 cent per bushel, and seemed to 
have no friends at that, while barley was a shade 
firmer. 

Reed, Lash & Co. being unable to respond to calls 
for margins, suspended, suffering a heavy line of 
cash and futures to be sold under the rule. Mr. 
Lash, of the firm, said that they took that step for 
self protection. All their customers were long of 
the market, and during the recent decline had met 
the demands for margins promptly. Some of them, 
however, failed to put up when called on yesterday 
and to-day, and the firm could not do otherwise 
than close them out. Mr. Reed says that all differ- 
ences are being promptly settled, and the firm will 
keep right along. Other houses are said to be in 
difficulty, and are shinning around energetically 
bunting for margins, but no others have suspended 
up to this writing.

DAMAGE TO CROPS IN. THE SOUTH—SOUND 
BOATS DELAYED. 
« JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 12.—Special des- 


‘patches from Middle and East Florida report con- 


siderable damage by the storm of Sunday morn- 
ing. The cotton crop was much damaged, in 
some places one-half the crop . being ruined. 
At - Quincy * many - out-houses, * fences,’ trees, 
&c., were prostrated, and. five persons, all 
colored,;; were killed. In Madison much: 
damage was done to . property, . trees, . &c. 
At Darbyville, 25 miles west of Jacksonville, the 
section-house of the Florida Central and Western 
Railroad was blown to pieces, the section master 


and his famtly miraculously. escaping with a few 
bruises. The adjoining house, containing a 
number of colored laborers, was blown to 
pieces. Samuel White was blown 200 or 800 yards 
through the air, fearfully mangled and instantly 
killed. Five others were more or less injured by 
the wind and flying timber. Sticks and boards 
were driven several feet into the ground by the 
force of the wind, huge trees were twisted and 
broken, and grass was torn up by the roots 
and the ground left as bare as if prepared 
for cultivation. Many cattle and hogs were 
killed. This oceurred at 10:55 P. M. Those who 
saw the cloud describe it as pear shaped, rising 
and falling in its progress, and luminous with rea 
and yellow light. At Tallahassee, Gallie’s Hall, the 
new hotel, and other buildings were unroofed, and 
the new Episcopal church was badly damaged. . 
Fences, trees, and out-houses were blown down, 
and some of the magnificent oaks in the Capitol 
yard that had withstood tbe blasts of a century 
were uprooted. The cyclone was the severest 
since 1872.

Sir Henry sent for Capt. Mellish and 
Btated the proposition. Capt. Mellish thanked 
the Directors for their kindness, but firm- 
ly declined to accept any money. An ar- 
ticle publisbed in an evening paper on Monday 
afternoon reflecting on the manner in which Col. Bo- 
dine selected his team created a decided sensation. 
Co!. Bodine called a meeting of the team in the 
President’s tent, and after reading the article “he 
pronounced it ** unqualitiedly false,’ The article, 
which purported to be an _ interview  be- 
tween Capt. T. W. Griffiths and a re- 
porter, charged Col. Bodine with having 
compelled Capt. Griffiths to use a gun which was 
not satisfactory to him, and which caused the 
latter to lose his place on the team. It 
aiso said that Col. Bodine had said that 
“the American team would lose the match 
anyway,’’ and congratulated Capt. Griffiths 
Dn not being on the team. Col. Bodine eaid that 
when Capt. Griffiths proposed to use a 
gun different from what he had _ been 
using, he had said: “That is all right, 
but don’t lose your grip on your old gun.” 
The Colonel continued that it had been reported to 
him that Capt. Griffiths had been wagering money 
on the result of the match, and that, in his opinion, 
was a sufficient reason for not choosing him asa 
member of the team. “If he had made the highest 
score on the team,” said Col. Bodine, **I would 
leave him off for that reason, even if it would lead 
to the defeat of the team.” Dr. S. T. G. Dud- 
ley was called on to substantiate the charge. 
Dr. Dudley said that Capt. Griffiths had said that 
“*he had bet that he would be on the team, and 
that it would cost him $600 or $700 if he could not 
get onit.”” Cant.Griffitns denied that he had * one 
dollar bet on the match.” He said he had a friend 
was intensely patriotic, and was betting large 
amounts on the American team. “Itold him,” 
said the Captain, “‘not to be too sure of it.” 
He denied many things which were printed 
in the evening papers. The members of the team 
are averse to taking any decided action untila 
more extended investigation had been made. Col. 
Bodine said he had the power to take decisive 
action, but he preferred to let the te m act inthe 
premises. There was no time for investigation he 
said. The team would be dissolved at the 
tlose of the International match. They might 
investigate tne matter for a yearand yet be no 
nearer a solution of the difficulty. They would be 
unable to ascertain with whem Capt. Griffiths made 
his bets, and they had Dr. Dudley’s statements that 
Capt. Griffiths had admitted making such bets. The 
team was then left to deliberate on the charges 
against Capt. Griffiths, Col. Bodine, Adjt. Rob- 
bins, and Secretary Murphy retiring during the ses- 

ion. Finally a committee consisting of Major 
Shakipeare and Messrs. Hind and Hinman was em- 
powered to procure from Capt. Griffiths a retrac- 
tion of his statements or his resignation. The com- 
mittee was closeted until § o’cleck with Capt. Grif- 
fiths. and returned with the following statement: 
Jo the Captainand Members of the American Team: 

My attention having been called toa report of an 
interview with me in yesterday’s Commercial Adver- 
tiser concerning several matters affecting the Amert- 
van team, I desire to state that in many respects what 
J have said has been misunderstood by the reporter, 
and, consequently, misrepresented. As to the “ant- 
mous” of the opinions stated: First—I most posi- 
ti. ely declare that I have been misrepresented con- 
verning the recommendations of a proper gun to be 
used. The Captain of the team never urged me to use 
any arm against my own judgment, but he advised 
me totry the Kemington rifie. He distinttly suggested 
to me “‘not to lose my F sila on my own gun”’—a 
Sharp's milit secol I have again been 
misrepresented by the reporter when he as- 
sum to interpret an expression of my _coun- 
tenance when replying to the question, * Col. Bodine 
is, of course. anxious that his team sbould win, isn’t 
he, Captain?” I stated that “it could be seen at a 
glance from the selection of the team the Captain had 
made. I certainly did not mean to intimate by those 
words that Col. Bodine did not wish for the success of 
the American team. It has also.come to my ears 
that I have been charged with betting upon the suc- 
fess of the team. A ee I may in a_ jocular 
manner have stated that I had bet I would win a 

lace on the team, I state emphatically that I have 
ot now, and never have had, $1 at stake on the suc- 
ess of the team in this match or upon my own shooc- 
ng. I feel that this statement thus publicly made is 
ue to the Captain of the team, to myself, and the 
onor of American rificmen.” 

The statement was considered satisfactory by 
the members of the team, and no further action 
will be taken, ,

THH JEWISH NEW YEAR. 

At sundown this evening the Jewish festival 
of Rosh Hashono, or the New Year, will be in- 
augurated by the Hebrew people throughout the 
world. Itis the commencement of the year 5648 
of the Jewish era, which dates from the Mosatc 
preation of the world. In the celebration of this 

estival, which is considered to be one of the most 
important in the calendar, all classes and sects of 
Jews unite. Thore is, however, a diversity be-

THE SMALL-POX IN PATERSON. 
_—__~+,— 

BUILDING A NEW HOSPITAL FOR THE PA- 
TIENTS—MEETING OF THS BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 

Fifteen carpenters began work yesterday on 

a new hospital for small-pox patients at Paterson, 

500 feet away from the old ones, 2 order tc accom- 

moadate any additions thct might be made to the 

number necessary to be provided for. They were 
all vaccinated by one of the City Physicians before 
they went to work. Enough carpenters cannot be 
found to undertake to build a fence around the 
hospitals now occupied by small-pox patients, so 
they are still unguarded, and the inmates have a 


chance to leave the premises and visit the city 
when they get tired of their enforced seclusion. 
Only one new case was reported to the Health 
Board yesterday, and to their disgust it appeared 
that the pxstent had had the disease for two weeks 
and was convalescing before they heard of it 
at all. The physician in charge had con- 
cealed the facts thus long, and it is 
proposed to prosecute him under the law. 
The two immigrants who turned up iu Paterson 
on Monday with the small-pox, and who said that 
they had come over on the National Line steam- 
ship Arion, and had been sent to Paterson by the 
authorities of New-York, are doing well at the City 
Hospital. ‘The officers of the National Line say 
they have no steam-ship called the Arion, but that 
the Erin is probably meant; that no men of the 
hames given by the immigrants referred to came 
over on that steam-ship, and that they have had 
no cases of small-pox on any of their steamers 
coming in lately. It is now believed by the Pater- 
son authorities that the men in question were 
stowaways, perhaps, on the Erin. It has been as- 
certained also that they spent a few days in Jersey 
City and a week or two in Newark before visiting 
Paterson. Where they caucht the disease it is im- 
possible to say. 

The Health Board held a special meeting yester- 
day and received reports as to the state of affairs, 
which were quite favorable. Dr. Townsend had 
been engaced to take charge of the small-pox hos- 
pital at_a salary of $100 per month and his board 
and lodging; five of the patients at the hospital 
had recovered sufiicienlly to be employed as 
nurses. it was decided to have the barricades re- 
moved from Elm-street, as no new cases had been 
reported there recently, and nobody respected the 
barricades anyway, people passing through them 
at will, The board also recommended manu- 
facturers not to discriminate against employes liv- 
ing in Elm-street who were not in the same house 
with any isfected person. It is probable that man- 
ufacturers will exercise their own discretion in this 
matter, as heretofore. It isnot the employers them- 
selves who have so much feeling on this subject 
as their operatives, who fear to catehthe disease 
from those living in the infected district, and who, 
therefore, do not like to work with such persons. 
Some of the families quarantined on account of the 
disease were reported by Dr. Hurd, one of the City 
Physicians. to be entirely destitute; the Health 
Board decided that that did not come within their 
province, and that he must report the facts to the 
Board of Charities and Correction. Subsequently 
some of the members of that board informed him 
that they would approve no bills contracted for 
the relief of such persons, but that such expenses 
must be defrayed out of the funds at the command 
of the Health Board. In this juncture Mayor Gill- 
mor has stepped in and told Dr. Hurd to see that 
the families are not allowed to wunt, and he will 
take the responsibility until the Board of Alder- 
men shall settle it.

THE JERSEY CITY FIRE-BUG. 
See 
JUDGE KNAPP’S CHARGE TO THE 
JURY OF HUDSON COUNTY. 

In his charge to the Grand Jurors at the 
opening of the Hudson Comnty (N. J.) courts for 
the September Term yesterday morning, Judge 
Knapp drew attention to the recently fatal case 
of incendiarism in Jersey City. Five or six weeks 
ago Goodheart’s slaughter-house in Grand-street, 
near Mill Creek, was set on fire. The building was 
entirely destroyed, and William Gavin, who was 
employed in the slaughter-house and sleeping 
there at the time, was burned to death. Police 


suspicions were pointed at once against Charles 
Lynch, who was known as a persistent fire-bug. 
He had served one term in the penitentiary for 
arson and had been suspected of several other 
acts of incendiarism, which, however, could 
not be fastened upon him. Judge Knapp 
charged the jurors’ substantially that, if 
they found that Lynch had applied the 
t. rch to the slaughter-house, they should present 
an indictment for murder against him. Subse- 
quently Counselor Joseph M. Noonan made appli- 
cation to District Attorney McGill to have the ac- 
cused examined under the statute with a view to 
ascertaining whether Lyrch’s monomania makes 
him practically irresponsible for his crime. Dis- 
trict Attorney McGill refused to consent on the 
ground that if he were adjudicated insane before 
trial for murder he would be held in the asylum 
only at the will of the asylum Superintendent. If, 
onthe other hand, he should be adjudged not 
guilty on the ground of insanity, he would be held 
at the asylum subject to the order of the court, and 
could not be released till the court saw fit'to order 
his liberty. County Physician Converse examined 
the accused as to his mental condition recently and 
pronounced him sane.

NEWLY ARRIVED SAINTS. 

A party of 668 Mormon immigrants reached 
here yesterday in the steam-ship Wyoming, of the 
Guion Line, and will go at once to Utah. Mission- 
aries William Cooper and J. R. Howard are in 
charge of the party. Of the immigrants 200 are 


Scandinavians and Swiss, 300 are natives of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and the remainder are Ger- 
mans and French. They consist principally of 
families. Most of the men have been reared in tne 
agricultural districts, and will devote themselves 
to farming, but there are also quite a number of 
mechanics. The immigrants looked well, asa rule. 
A large percentage of them is children, some of 
whom are very fine leoking. The proportion of 
children in this party is far greater than that of 
auy of the previous Mormon bands which have ar- 
rived here. Many of the people have a little 
money with which to buy land or start 
themselves in business on their arrival 
in Utah, but others are without means. There are 
a few single men and women. One old woman is 
90 years of uge. She comes from Norwich, Eng- 
land, and was converted to the Mormon faith 86 
years ago. One of the families numbers 13 people. 
The immigrants will pass through Castle Garden 
to-day and start for Utah by the Erie Road this 
evening. One death occurred among the Mormons 
on Monday last. This was a Swedish woman over 
50 years of age. Her remains were buried at sea. 
Among the Wyoming’s cabin passengers were 14 
other returning Mormon missionaries. Mrs. Wil- 
liam Jennings, wife of the Mayor of Salt Lake City, 
who, with hertwo daughters, is returning from a 
pleasure tour in Euro: e,also came in the Wyo- 
ming. J. H. Hart, the Mormonagent in New-York, 
boarded the steamer yesterday morning at Quar- 
antine and welcomed the immigrants to this coun- 
try.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


THE SALVATION ARMY. 
INTRENCHED ON THE CITY HALL STEPS, IT 
WRESTLES WITH SCOFFING SINNERS. 

A great crowd gathered about the front of 
the City Hall at 5 o’clock last evening to witness 
the evolutions of the ‘“‘ Salvation Army,” who oc- 
cupied the steps tothe number of 14. Of these, 
9 were men, who were all either Captains or 
Lieutenants, and who wore blue uniforms and hel- 
mets bearing on asilver sneld the words, ‘* Salva- 
tion Army.” The five women were all clad in 
blue also, with the exception of the youngest and 
prettiest, a little girl of not more than 15 years, 


who was attired in a neat suit of brown. Each of 
the women wore a band about her hat, with the 
words, “ Salvation Army,” .and one or two wore 
shields similar to those on their brother warriors’ 
helmets. The army began their campaign by sing- 
ing, in voices much the worse for wear, ‘* Come to 
Jesus,” ufter which one of the women, of appar- 
ently 20 years, prayed with a great deal ef fervor, 
the army meanwhile kneeling on the stone steps. 
There was some leughter and jeering, which was 
quickly stopped by the policemen who were in at- 
tendance. Atthe conclusion of the prayer Capt. 
Hall stepped forward and informed the assem- 
bled muititude that they were standing on the 
brink of hell, just where he had stood some years 
before. He told them of everlasting flames in 
waiting for them if they failed to repent, and 
urged them to join the Salvation Army. 
There being no volunteers, a red-haired 
young man announced in a business-like tone 
tnat they had a paper called the War Cry for sale 
which was issued weekly by the army for the low 
price of 3 cents. It contained an original song, 
which they were just about to sing, and those 
who bought papers could jointhem. The “‘ halle- 
lujah lasses,’’ he said, would now ge among them 
to sell copies of the War Cry, which the “ halle- 
lujah lasses,’’ who were the female part of the 
army, accordingly did. They also had other books 
forsale. The history of the Salvation Army could 
be bought for the extremely low price of 10 cents 
and a volume of the army songs might be obtained 
for 5cents. The “hallelujah lasses” did quite a 
thriving business, and when they returned to the 
steps the red-haired young man announced that 
the song on the second page of the bar 
Cry would be sung. It began, ‘*I tumbled 
in the Fountain,” and all the army gestic- 
ulated wildly as they sang. At the conclu- 
sion of the songa fat warrior with a red peard 
took off his hat and addressed the thong: “I have 
been thinking, brethren—’’ when he was stopped 
by the Commander-in-Chief, who motioned to the 
eldest of the female soldiers. She made an im- 
passioned appeal, and related her experiences as a 
worker in the Salvation Army. The crowd of 
spectators increased momentarily, and finally there 
were fully 2,000 people present, who were mostly 
working men and boys and shop girls. They 
seemed inclined to make fun of the army at first, 
but gradually they became more solemn, and the 
majority listened very respectfully. Capt. Bailey 
in his address pictured a heaven where the police- 
men would have no occupation but to shake bands 
with the inhabitants,and he went onto pay the 
officers present several compliments, eading up 
with the sentiment, ‘God bless the Police,” which 
was ironically cheered. The Captain then an- 
nounced that after singing the doxology the Salva- 
tion Army would withdraw to their barracks at 
Christopher and Bedford streets, but would enter- 
tain them again inthe same place next Friday 
afternoon at 50’clock. The doxology was sung, 
the Captain ordered,in a military tone, “ Salva- 
tion Army this way,” and the throng broke up.

MRS. KENNEALLY’S FARE. 
THE STORY OF POLICE BRUTALITY TOLD AT 
JEFFERSON MARKET YESTERDAY, 

Mrs. Fannie Kenneally, a woman of apparent 
respectability, who resides at Bleecker-street and 
South Fifth-avenue, was brought to the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday morning by Patrol- 
man Mahony, of the Sixteenth Precinct, who made 
acharge of disorderly conduct against her. The 
officer said that the woman was in Seventh-avenue 
on Monday evening swearing and brawling and 
collecting a crowd. ‘The woman was committed 
for examination, and while inthe prison she com- 


plained to Matron Burroughs that she had been 
subjected to very rough treatment by the driver of 
a Seventh-avenue car and the policeman who ar- 
rested her, and in support of her assertion showed 
her breast, shoulders, and arms, which were 
bruised and blackened. During the afternoona 
bright little girl, 12 years ot age, carrying a young 
child in her arms, applied to Justice Ford for the 
release of her mother, who proved to be Mrs. Ken- 
neally. While pleading for her mother’s release 
the tears streamed down her face, and all in court 
sympathized with the child. The mother was 
brought up for examination, and ashe said 
that on Monday evening she boarded a 
Seventh-avenue ‘bob-tail’ car at Bleecker 
and Sullivan streets to go up_ town. 
She handed the driver a fifty-cent piece, and he re- 
turned an envelope containing the change. One 
corner of the envelope was torn off, and when she 
opened it she found it to contain but 45 cents. 
Thinking that the driver had taken out her fare she 
sat down inthe carand thought nothing more of 
the matter until the driver persistently sounded 
his jingle bell and demanded herfare. She insisted 
that her fare was paid, and entered into an argu- 
ment with the driver. He stopped the car and at- 
tempted to put her off. She held on to the car, 
and the driver roughly dragged her off into the 
street, using a great deal more force than was 
necessary. Patrolman Mahony came to the assist- 
ance of the driver, and helped to drag her from the 
car. She became involved in a war of words with 
the officer, and he arrested her. The bruises and 
discolorations about her person were the result of 
the treatment received at the hands of the car- 
driver and the policeman.

THE SHEARITH ISRAEL CONGREGATION. 

The synagogue of the Congregation Shear- 
ith Israel, in Nineteenth-street, near Fifth-avenue, 
which has been undergoing alterations and re- 
pairs during the past three months, is to be op- 
ened this evening for the services of the Jewish 


New Year. The edifice has been newly painted, 
carpeted, and otherwise beautified under the direc- 
tion of the President, Joseph Blumenthal, and 
Trustees Charles A. Lane and David DeMeza. The 
Rev. Henry Pereira Mendes isthe Rabbi, and D. 
H. Nieto the reader. The congregation was organ- 
ized in 1765, and its first place of worship was in 
Mill, now Beaver, street. ‘The cemetery was in Oli- 
ver-street, near the Bowery. About 1825 the con- 
gregation secured anew edifice in Crosby-street, 
and remained there until 1861. Then they pur- 
chased the grounds in Nineteenth-street, near 
Fifth-avenue, and erected the present synagogue. 
The majority of the congregation are native Amer- 
icans, many of them being descendants of Spanish 
Jews, who fled from Spain to the West Indies in 
the days of tho Inquisition. Their ritual is strictly 
orthodox. Their pronunciation of Hebrew is ac- 
cording to the Spanish method, They have no 
church debt, and own valuable property in this 
City. Recently they sold property in Sixth-ayenue 
to O'Neil, the dry goods dealer, for $2v0,000.

FIVE YEARS FOR FORGERY. 

Jacob Weil, a clerk in the employ of Wirths 
Brothers & Owen, publishers of chromos, at No. 
$2 Bond-street, presented to the Paying Teller of 
the National Citizens’ Bank, on May 17 last, a check 
for $8,009 40, drawn to the order of bearer, and 
purporting to be signed by the firm named. A$ 
Weil had charge of his employers’ bank account, 
he experienced no difficulty in procuring the 
money, and sailed for Europe Immediately. When 
the check was returned to Wirths Brothers & 
Owen the forgery was discovered, and steps were 
taken to secure the extradition of the fugitive 
from England, whither he had fied. He was 
brought back to this City by Detective Von Ger- 
ichten, of Inspector Byrnes’s staff, and on July 31 
was lodged in the Tombs. When he was arrested 
$750 were found in his possession, and this was the 
only portion of the money recovered, When the 
prisoner was arraigned in the General Sessions 
Court yesterday he pleaded guilty to forgery in 
the third degree. fle admitted to Judge Cowing 


that he had once been sent to the Elmira Reforma-- 


tory for larceny. The Judge said there were no 
mitigating circumstances in the case, and sen- 
tenced Well to the full penalty, five years in State 
prison.

The effect on the market for.a time was 
marked, but later in the day prices hardened, and 
apprehensions of serious consequences disappeared. 


THE STORM ON THE OCEAN. 
REPORTS OF INCOMING VESSELS ON 
HURRICANE OF MONDAY. 

The European and coastwise vessels which 
reached this port yesterday reported having passed 
a very bad night off the coast. An officer of the 
Helvstia, of the National Line, from Liverpool, 
stated that on Monday afternoon there was a 
heavy swell on the sea, and early in the evening a 
gale sprang up fromthe south. At 8 o’clock it be- 
gan to rain heavily. The wind chopped around to 
north-west later in the evening, but remained in 
that quarter only a short time. It then veered to 


north-east and blew with hurricane force, causin 

a very heavy sea torise. Great waves were shipped, 
as the vessel rolled- heavily. No pilot-boat had 
been spoken hy the Helvetia, and it wag not until 
6 o’clock yesterduy morning, when she was near 
Sandy Hook, that a pilot came on board. The 
Wyoming, of the Guion Line, from _Liv- 
erpool, was also caught in the storm early Mon- 
day evening. The wind blew violently from 
the north-east, and asthe night advanced the sea 
became yery rough. The ship rolled heavily, ship- 
ping considerable water. Rain fell in torrents, and 
was driven along the decksin sheets by the fierce 
wind. At4 o'clock yesterday morning ‘it was 
piping,” as one of the crew expressed it. The ves- 
sel gave heavy lurches, and was tossed roughly 
about, but no accidents occurred, Similar weather 
fell to the lot of the Westphalia, from Hamburg, 
and the Glouvester, from Bristol, both of which 
arrived yesterday. The steam-ship Chalmette, of 
the Morgan Line, was off the Jersey coast ut 6 
o’clock Monday evening. There had been a heavy 
swell all the afternoon, but it now beganto blow 
strongly from east-north-east. Tne sea was heavy 
and the vessel rolled considerably, but being light 
did not ship much water. From & to 10 o’clock the 
raiu fellin torrents and the wind blew with burri- 
cane force. Early yesterday morning the wind shilt- 
ed to north end the sea continued extremely 
confused. The barometer went down te 29.52, 
which is unusually low for a storm when the wind 
blows from the north, The Captains of the City of 
Atlanta, from Charleston; the McClellan, from 
Baltimore, and the New-Orleans, from New-Or- 
leans, report having had similar experiences off the 
coast during Monday night. The brig Annie R. 
Storer, from Cape Haytien, was off Long Branch 
on Monday, Capt. Harding found himself being 
driven in toward the shore and he let go both 
anchors. The cables parted and he lost poth of 
these, but escaped being, driven ashore. 

Capt. Brown, of the British steam-ship Largo 
Bay, which arrived from Newcastle yesterday, re- 
ports having had rough weather during the early 
part of the voyage, and alsoon Monday night while 
off the coast. On the 7th, in latitude 41° 52’ and 
longitude 51° 42’, he sighted a vessel which had 
been burned nearly to the water’s edge, and ap- 
peared to contain a cargo of scrap iron. This was, 
no doubt, the brig Brazilian, which was reported 
by the Anchor steam-ship Alexandria, and also by 
the ship Tsernogora.

afternoon and evening. The programme has been 
completed, and it is expected, if the weather is fa- 
vorable, that even a larger throng will be at- 
tracted than that which crowded the beach on 
Gilmore’s day.

At 5 o'clock Sir Henry Halford, with the members 
of the British team acting as staff, will review 
the regiment in the open space between the 
pavilion and the Oriental Hotel. A dreas parade 
will follow the review, after which the regiment 
will be dismissed on the beach, the arms being se- 
cured in jocked baggage cars, and each member of 
the regiment being free to return home when he 
pleases. At 7:30a grand concert will be given at 
the music stand by the united bands of Mr. Gil- 
more and the regiment, with the regimental drum 
and bugle corps. This will form a monstrous band 
of 140 pieces. The concert will continue for three 
hours and be conducted alternately by Mr. Gil- 
more and Mr. Dedworth. At 8 o’clock the British 
and American teams and the officers of the Na- 
tional Rifle Association will partake of a banquet 
in the hotel as the guests of the officers and mem- 
bers of the Thirteenth Regiment. It is known 
now that at least 250 covers will be laid, and it is 
expected that this number will be largely increased 
between now and next Tuesday. Invitations to 
be present at the review and banquet have been 
sent to President Arthur, Gen. Grant, Gov. Cor- 
nell, Gens. Sherman and Hancock, and Mayor Low, 
of Brooklyn. The Veteran Association of the 
Thirteenth will parade with the regiment in upni- 
form and be present both atthe review and the 
banquet. 
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CHAOS IN THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY.

pending in the District Attorney's office. In the First 
Assembly District the name of a notorious brawler 
is prominently mentioned as a delegate: in the 
Second District the keeper of a gambling-house in 
the Bowery, now under indictment, has been par- 
tially agreed upon as a delegate from that distriet; 
in the Third District another notorious brawler is 
urged as a fit man to be a delegate; and in the 
Fourth District a policy-dealer looms up as a pros- 
pective delegate, Throughout the City, in each of 
the Assembly districts, objectionable persons 
have rushed to the front and demanded that they 
should be chosen as delegates. In all these dis- 
trict organizations the greatest disorder is appar- 
ent. A Count Democracy politician who 
lives in the venty-third Assembly District 
said yesterday that four employes of the Depart- 
mentof Public Works, who are members of the or- 
ganization im that district, were dismissed from 
the department on Saturday last because they de- 
clined to support the claims of a ‘squatter’? who 
desires to represent that district in the State Con- 
vention. The New-Amsterdam Club, which has 
rooms in upper Broadway, and which is composed 
of the County Democracy’s district leaders, is in 
great tribulation over the discontent in the faction, 
and is endeavoring to bring order out of chaos. It 
is well known tothese leaders that desertions from 
their ranks are of daily occurrence, and that the 
deserters are fiocking into the Tammany and Ir- 
ying Hall organizations,
